“Here is a bit from his diary which 
may prove interesting: 

“Beptember Tth—Crossed the equator. 
In the distance it looked Hke a blue rib- 
bon stretched Across the ocean. Several 
passengers kodaked it. We had no fool 
cereénonies, no fantastics, no horse-play. 
All that sort of thing has gone out. In 
old times a sailor, dressed as Neptune, 
used to come in over the bows, with a 
suite, and lather up and shave every body 
who was crossing the equateur for the 
first time, and then cleanse these unfor- 
tunates by swinging them from the yard- 
arm and ducking them three times in 
the fea. 

“ ‘September’ &th, Sunday—We are mov- 
ing sO “iearly south that we cross only 
about two meridians of longitude a day. 
This morning we were in longitude 178 
west from Greenwich ard 57 degrees west 
from San Francisco, Tomorrow we shall 
be close to the center of the globe—the 
180th degree of west longitude and the 
18th degree of east longitude. 

““And then we must drop out a day— 
lose a day out of our lives, a day never 
to be found again. We shall al) die one 
day earlier than from the beginning of 
time we were foreordained to dle. We 
shall be a day behind and all through 
eternity. We shall always be saying to 
the other angels, “Fine day today,”’ and 
they will be always retorting, ‘“‘But it 
isn't today—it’s tomorrow.” We shall be 
in a state of confusion all the time and 
Shall never know what true happiness is. 

‘Next Day—Sure enough, it has hap- 
pened. Yesterday it was September Sth, 
Sunday; today, per the bulletin boards 
the head of the companionway, it is 
September 10th, Tuesday. There is some- 
thing uncanny about it. And uncomfort- 
able. in nearly unthinkable, and 
whoily unrealizable, when one comes to 
cons.der it. While we were crossing the 
180th meridian it was Sunday in the stern 
of the ship waere my family were, and 
Tuesday in the bow where I was. They 
were there eating the half of a fresh 
apple on the 8th, and I was at the same 
time eating the other half of it on the 
10th—and I could motice how stale it 
was, already.

“Some of his stories, however, are as pa- 
thetic as others are humorous. Instance

“‘We all know about Father Damien, 
the French priest, who voluntarily forsook 
the world and west to the leper island of 
Molokia to labor among its population of 
sorrowful exiles who wait there, in slow- 
consuming misery, for death to come and 
release them their troubles; and we

There was still an- 
other case of self-sacrifice, it appears. I 
asked after “Billy” Ragsdalo, interpreter to 
the parliament in my time—a half white.

He used to 
stand up in the parliament and turn the 
English speeches into Hawaiian and the 
Hawaiian speechég into English with a 
readiness and a volubility that were as- 
tonishing. I asked after him, and was told 
that his prosperous career was cut short in 
a sudden and unexpected way, just as he 
Wags about to marry a beautiful half-caste 
girl.

The secret was his 
own, and might be kept concealed for 
years; but he would not be treacherous to 
the girt that loved him; he would not marry 
her to a doom like his.

The lep- 
rosy does not come of sins which they 
committed, but of sins committed by their 
ancestors, who escaped the curse of lep- 
rosy.’ ; 

“When he was on shipboard, Mr. Clem- 
ens says that they fared fairly well. They 
had a great many things that were provided 
by Deity and cooked by the devil.’ He also 
tells of an inquisitive lady on shipboard, 
who insisted on asking the sailors all kinds 
of questions regarding the vessel. Once she 
wanted to know why the vessel labored so 
hard on its Mark said that the sallor 
told her that it was because they were 
going up hill toward the equator, but that 
When they should once get over at the 
equator and start down hi!l they would fly.

A PATHETIC REUNION. 


One of the Recent Gatherings of the 
Sioux Indians. 
From The St. Louis Dispatch. 

Within six miles of the business center of 
St. Paul there {s an encampment of Sioux 
Indians. Tt was the custom many years 
ago for all of the Sioux who could man- 
age to get here to gather twice each year 
on the banks of the Mississ'ppi, near Red 
Rock, for the purpose of hunting, fishing 
and having a good time generally. 
many years the custom has been abandon- 
ed, but last Saturday, to the great 
prise of the people living in that vicinity, 
the Indians began gathering from all di- 
rections, a good many in wagons, some 
On ponies, a number walking and a few 
even arriving by train. by Saturday even- 
ing there were fully 200 Indians together, 
and then ihe fun began. ‘They were evi- 
dently giad to get together again, for they 
set up a larger pole in the midile of the 
camp and danced about it. 

The scene was a weird one, and seetng fr 
one could easily imagine that there was 
no such thing as civ.lization within a hun- 
dred miles. The women did not dance, but 
the men who did were dressed semi-bar- 
barously. They wore shirts, trousers and 
beaded moccasins, while long strings of 
beads wound round and round their necks 
and bright colored sashes made their cos- 
tumes picturesque. As they danced ahey 
chanted a song of welcome in the Dacotah 
tongue, and beat stead.ly upon their tom 
toms, or small drums. There was one rath- 
er peculiar thing about their actions, they 
never appeared to see one another as they 
wound in and out on the queer serpentine 
movements "of the dance. 

Yesterday, when the camp was visited 
by The Dispatch, {it was very quiet, and 
except for the smoke rising among the 
trees there was no visible or audible sign 
of the presence of the barbarous tribe un- 
t:l following the trail into the woods, the 
whole village was suddenly in full view. 
Groups of young giris were standing abouf 
and an old squaw was bringing firewood 
upon her back, and a number of young 
men were trying feats of strength. In one 
of the tepees, which stood by itself, apart 
from the others, was a young man, evi- 
dently a leader among tem, who actea 
as spokesman. He, it seems, is a son of 
the old chief of the trihe who used to live 
at Kapiosa. As a sign of hs rank he 
wears a shirt with a bosom of solid bead 
work of the most elaborate design. His 
Indian name its Kaiah, but in English he ls 
called Samuel Thomas. The two oldesv 
men of the party are Tasnonawonhdi ana 
Tukancandiska. 

A little incident which occurred yesterday 
morning would show that these people 
have a great deal of feeling, although they 
fo not often show it. Two of oldest 
squaws in the party went to the Ford res- 
dence and asked for the elder Mrs. Fora, 
whom they had Known many years ago, 
and who had learned their language when 
she came to this country sixty years ago 
and had always been very kind to them. 
Mrs. Ford died last winter, and when told 
of this the old squaws cried 


French Office Seekers.

The office-seeking mania has prevafled in 
this country to some extent. Just now, in- 
deed, there are about 100,000 applicants for 
the few places that the president can fill 
without breaking his civil service reform 
pledges. France, however, seems to have 
the advantage even of us. For there the 
increase of public officials and candidates 
“has become a serious matter. In Paris, for 
instance, there are said to be 375 vacancies 
every year in the corps of street sweepers. 
For these unattractive and jill-paid posi- 
tions there were last Ociober 21,32 appli- 
cants. For eighteen places of office servant 
there are 5,842 candidates. 

These figures seem almost incredible, yet 
they are taken by our consul at Havre from 
the official] bulletin. They show a most unr 
fortunate mania on the part of the people 
for getting a place under the government, 
no matter how humble and unremunerative 
it may be, in preference to regular work in 
ordinary business. American office seekers 
generally jook higher than the street de- 
partment. They want more pay, less work 
and more glory. But their folly in leaving 
a regular occupation to spend time and 
money trying to get a government office is 
different only in. degree from that of the 
21.500 would-be street cleaners of Paris.

Montgomery, Ala., September —.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Alabamians insist that this good 
State has been blessed by prov.dence in 
the distribution of desirable things to a 


greater degree than hag any other equal in: 


extent of territory. 

From the fertile loams of the Tennessee 
valley. through the burdened hills of the 
mineral district, through the snow-white 
fields of the cotton belt, down through the 
tall pines and lumber forests of the south- 
most quarter, almost every foot of Ala- 
bama is good for something, and each con- 
tributes its full share to the common wel- 
fare. 

Alabama suffered distressingly by the 
civil war. From wealth and oppulence the 
people were reduced to want and penury. 
‘Many of the best and bravest had perished 
on the field, and men who had lived in 
oppulence scarcely knew how to go into the 
world minus an arm or a leg and make a 
living for their families. The fortunes of 
war threw the affairs of state into unwor- 
thy hands, and the outlook for Alabama 
was distressing for awhile. Gradually, 
however, matters adjusted themselves; the 
indomitable spirit which had promptea 
their forefathers to carve a beautiful state 
out of a virgin forest reasserted itse:f in 
the men of Alabama, and they put their 
shoulders to the wheel. and in spite of 
multitudinous discouragements that pre- 
sented themselves ,they succeeded in lift- 
ing the good state out of the mire. 

Before long the rich deposits of coal, iron 
and limestone in the Birmingham district 
were brought to the attention of the own- 
ers of capital, and the phenomenal develop- 
ments in the Birmingham district were 
commenced. 

Alabama has been divided into four dis- 
tinct divisions—the cereal, or Tennessee 
valley district. of which Huntsville is the 
metropolis; the mineral and manufacturing 
belt, which lies south of the valley, with 
great Birmingham as its principal city; 
the famous “black belt.”” the cotton grow- 
ing section, with Montgomery in its cen- 
ter, and the timber and turpentine region, 
in the southernmost part of the state, with 
Mob‘’le as its port and its metropolis. 
There igs a pronounced difference in the 
products, the lands and the divisions. It 
will, therefore, be not amiss to treat OIF 
each in the order in which they come. 

The vale of Avoca was never fairer than 
the lovely valley through which the lordly 
Tennessea sweeps in his majesty. on 
either side the broad fields of wheat and 
corn and rye flourish and in the distance 
green-crésted mountains wave it a salute 
from the tops of their oaks and hickory s. 
A number of attractive little cities lie 
along ite course and pretty whitewashed 
farm houses and occasionally a fine old 
mansion of the po iota a me uli are scat- 

sred along the river’s banks. 
“The Pennemee valley section of Alabama 
is about 175 miles across the state, east 
and west, and about forty miles wide. 

The chief products of the Tennessee val- 
ley fields are corn, cotton, wheat and oats. 
There are about one million acres in the 
eight counties in cultivation, not counting 
the pastures, vineyards. gardens and or- 
chards. Something in the neighborhood of 
half of this acreage is planted in corn, 
about 250,000 acres of it in cotton, probably 
100.000 in wheat and say 75,000 in oats. The 
balance is devoted to the culture of sweet 
potatoes, sugar cane, rye, barley and to- 
bacco, 

Some of the most magnificent vineyards 
on the continent can be found in northern 

labama., 

= better fruit country can be found in 
th's end of the moral vineyard than the 
valley of the Tennessce. Apples attain ab- 
solute perfection there and excellent crops 
of peaches, pears, plums and figs are gath- 
ered in good seasons. Many berries flour- 
ich there, although strawberries do not 
thrive as well as further south. ‘Melons do 
not attain the perfection they do in south 


Georgia, although some very fine ones are 


raised 

The farmers in this section are all well 
established and are verv thrifty, raising 
and selling everything from peas to pump- 
kins and from spring chickens to Holstein 
beeves. 

Lying just south of the cereal belt is the 
great mineral belt of Alabama. Of the 
four divisions mentioned it is decidedly the 
largest, covering more than one-third of 
the state. Almost all of the minerals 
known to the arts are found in abundance 
in th's section and the quantity in which 
the most useful minerals exist is fabulous. 
Coal, iron and limestone, the three ele- 
ments most useful in structural work and 
most valuable to the practical world, exist 
here in closer proximity and in more in- 
exhaustible quantities than anywhere else 
on the civilized globe. 

Thirty vears azo a man of means was 
traveling overland through Jefferson coun- 
ty, when he came upon a mountain dweller 
at work.on a mopntainside. “What are 
you digging for?” asked the traveler, “For 
this black rock, which we burn,” Fepliod 
the woodsman. The traveler, who was 
the late Colonel J. W. Sloss, of Birming- 
ham. set to work soon afterwards to in- 
vestigate. He learned after a careful sur- 
vey that inexhaustible quantities of high 
grade coal cxisted in the district. He also 
learned that great flelds of a red mineral 
existed in the same section. The simple 
mountain folks had long used the ore for 
dying ciothes and fabrics. This red de- 
posit was tested and was found to be red 
fron ore of splendid quantity and of inex- 
haustible supply. Colonel Sloss associated 
others with hii and commenced the 
splendid development that the district now 
presents. 

The coal measures of Alabama form the 
southern extremity of the great Appala- 
chiam fields, which extend from Pennsyl- 
vania southwestwardly through portions 
of Maryland, West Virginia. Virginia, 
Ohio. Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia and 
Alabama. The coal cCeposits underlie in 
this state the whole or" portions of the 
counties of Franklin, Lawrence, Morgan, 
Marshall, Jackson, DeKalb, Cherokee, Mar- 
ion, Winston, Cullman, Btowah, Blount, 
Walker, Fayette, St. Clair, Jefferson, Tus- 
caloosa, Shelby and Bibb. In only five 
counties, however, has the miming of coal 
assumed any large proportions, viz: In 
Jefferson, Bibb, Walker, Shelby and Tus- 
kaloosa. 

_.ere are other distinct coal fields in 
Alabama, the Warrior, the Cahaba and 
the Coosa, but the Warrior vastly over- 
shadows the others in extent and impor- 
tance. It contains 7,300 square miles and 
contains coal enough to supply the whole 
world for hundreds of years. There are 
about forty seams in this field, fourteen of 
them exceeding two and one-half feet in 
thickness. In some places the vein is as 
much as eight feet. The localities in the 
fiid where most mining is done are 
Pratt Mines, Mary Lee mines, the Sloss 
Compamy’s mines and others near Birming- 
ham: Blue Creek mines, below Bessemer: 
New Castle and Warrior in Jefferson coun- 
ty, Cordova, Ivey Leaf, Carbon Hill, Gal- 
loway and Corona mines in Walker coun- 
ty; Brookwood and Cooling, in Tuskaloosa 
county. 

Beds of irom ore are so numeroud 
throughout the mineral district of Alabama 
that it is useless to particularize. The 
most valuable* outcroppings of red ore, 
however, that have been developed are 
ir the counties of Jefferson, Shelby and 
St. Clair. The brown ore is also found tn 
pockets throughout the district. An abun- 
dance of limestone is. found in all parts 
of the district. 

The close proximity of these three ele- 
ments of iron and steel making renders it 
possible for Alabama to manufac:ure iron 
at a considerably smaller cost than it can 
be made in any other gection. In fact, 
the Birmingham iron manufac‘urers Can 
ship their product to the northeastern sea- 
board, paying over $4 freight pe: tom, and 
compete with the Pennsylvania iron men. 
It is not remarkable therefore thet millions 
of dollars should have been invested in 
developing these splendid resources. Wth- 
in thirty years gome thirty iron furnaces 
and several rolling mills and other iron 
manufacturing concerns have been built 
in the district, practically all of which 
are now employed,

“Of course, under those conditions pus 
formed invariably in wounds, The best we 
could do was to strive against the forma- 
tion and then get rid of the pus as quickly 
possible. There was the taudable pus, 
which was thick and wholesome, and the 
illaudable, thin, ichorous pus, which irri- 
tated the system and exhausted the patient. 
This had to be guarded against by a con- 
stant watch on the temperature and the 
pulse, the two human danger signals. Now- 
adays, thanks to antiseptics, pus is un- 
known. Two years ago, I recall, Dr. Ste- 
phen Smith wanted to lecture on pus and 
show the students at Bellevue the actual 
difference between laudable and illaudable 
pus, and he searched the hospital high and 
iow, but couldn’t find a particle of pus in 
the whole place. The results of surgery 
have indeed become almost mathematical,”

Dr. Sayre was asked what are the most 
important and beneficent surgical opera- 
tions ever performed in the United States. 
Without a moment’s hesitating he an- 
swered: 

“First of all, the operation of ovariotomy, 
done by Dr. McDowell, of Kentucky, in a 
community, unaided by assitants, 
trained nurses, or surgical equipments in 
the year 1809.

Nobody else in America would 
attempt ovariotomy. The English surgeons 
ridiculed it. Dr. Meigs, professor of obstet- 
rics in a Philadelphia college, Went so 
far as to lecture on the subject and declare 
ovariotomy had never been done. It hap- 
pened that a student under Dr. Meigs, a 
young man who had ridden on horseback 
all the way from the backwoods of Ken- 
tucky to get a medical education, had per- 
sonally known Dr. McDowell, and had of- 
ten heard Mrs. Crawford's case spoken of. 
He knew Dr. McDowell and Mrs. Craw- 
ford to be people of honor and truth and 
when he heard what Dr. ‘Meigs said, he 
went home to his boarding house and told 
what he knew to a fellow student, named 
Stille, who lived in the same house. 

“That stuck in Stille’s crop. When he be- 
came a practiticner on his own account, 
Dr. Alfred Stille, of Philadelphia, he look- 
ed about for a case similar to that in which 
Dr. McDowell had performed ovariotomy, 
and he removed an ovarian tumor, just as 
Dr. McDowell had done, and was-in ‘his 
turn abused and ridiculed. Finally, Dr. 
Stille was vindicated, and then, of course, 
Dr. McWowell got the credit to which he 
had been so long and so honorably entitled. 
But it was not until Spenser Wells took it 
up and successfully performed ovariotomy 
in England that all America recognized 
Dr. McDowell's priority and his claim to 
the gratitude of mankind and the profes- 
sion, 

First Hipjoint Exoection. 

“The first hipjoint ever exsected success- 
fully in this country was in 1854. I had 
long wanted to perform the operation, but 
the doctors wouldn’t come to see it. They 
ridiculed the exsection of a hipjoint as they 
had ridiculed the cutting out of an ovarian 
tumor. I explained to the father of my 
patient—her name was Ellen Guyon, and 
she is now living—just what I proposed to 
and he gave his consent. He was an 
engineer in the Morgan iron works. I per- 
formed the operation, which was entirely 
successful, and in the thirty-three years 
that have since elapsed I have performed it 
seventy-four times. 


The Test for Laparomoty. 


“Dr. Senn, of (Milwaukee, now of Chicago, 
I cons‘der one of our greatest surgeons. At 
a recent meeting of the American Medical 
Association, in Cincinnati, Dr. Senn 
brought in a dog, and, pulling out a pistol, 
shot the animal point blank through the 
abdomen. He then inflated the dog’s intes- 
tines with hydrogen gas, through the rec- 
tum, and, holding a match in front of its 
lips, ignited the gas, showing that the ani- 
mal’s intestines had not been perforated 
by the bullet and that the operation of lap- 
arotomy was not necessary. Had the in- 
testines been punctured, he explained, the 
gas would have escaped within and would 
not have come out at the mouth, as the 
flame showed it was doing. 

“Dr. Senn then shot another dog in the 
abdomen in another direction, and gave 
it the hydrogen gas. This time a Hghted 
match placed at the creature's lips show- 
ed that no flame resulted. The intestines 
were accordingly shown to be perforated. 
Instantly performing laparotomy on both 
dogs, Dr. Senn demonstrated that his de- 
ductions had been correct and that the 
test could be used by the profession 
throughout the kountry as a test of 
whether laparotomy ought to be perform- 
ed when men and women are shot through 
the abdomen. The operation of laparoto- 
my for gunshot wounds was first per- 
formed by Dr. William T. Bull. at the 
Chambers street hospital, in New York, a 
comparatively few years ago, as Dr. Bull 
is a young man now. He made a great 
success of it. 

“After Dr. Senn had stitched up the 
wounds in the dogs as carefully and skill- 
fully as if he had been operating on hu- 
man beings, I arose and moved that the 
value of his discovery to the profession 
and to the world be shown by a rising 
vote of thanks, which was done. 

“Among the other recent surgical dis- 
coveries | may mention the Murphy silver 
button, first used by Dr. Murphy, of Chi- 
cago, to fasten together the two ends of 
an intestine after a piece of it has been 
out. There is no limit to the useful- 
ness of this method of anastomizing in- 
tescsines. Dir. Kelly, ©f Baftimore, has 
made still further advances in exploring 
the ureter for symptoms of kidney dis- 
ease. The ureter is the tube which brings 
water from the kidneys to the bladder, 
and after exploring it he is enabled to 
detect which kidney ig affected by dis- 
ease. Dr. Kelly then performs the opera- 
tion of cutting out that kidney and so 
relieving the system—an operation now 
@erformed successfully in the majority 
of cases, but mot long since considered 
very danhgerous.,”’ 

No Restrictions to Surgical Skill. 

“Dr. Sayre, what are the human ail- 
ments that have most persistently refused 
to yield to human skill?’’ 

“Tuberculosis, I should say, was the 
first. There are so-called cures, just as 
there are s0-called cures of alcoholism— 
the Keeley cure, the Oppenheimer cure, 
for example—but my impression is that 
they are humbugs. They refuse to give 
their benefit to mank‘nd. 

“There are, however, no organs, 
parts of the human frame to which 
surgeon's knife is not now applied 
proper occasions. Heart, brain, 
spleen, liver, and kidneys are cut, 
and treated as necessity demands, No 
Man may say, now that the usefulness 
of the x-rays has been demonstrated in 
burgery, what limitations or restrictions 
are to be placed on human skill and dar- 
ing. And, through it all, vivisection has 
been productive of immense benefit to 
mankind, and has helped surgery to make 
its advances. To the clamor in some 
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quarters that surgery is too bloody and 
that some surgeons love to cut and hack, 
I can only enter an indignant denial. It 
is the opposition to vivisection that really 
destroys human life.” 

Dr. Sayre has been taking the treat- 
ment under Dr. Ransom at Richfield 
Springs by inhalation for his throat. “It 
is doing me much good,” he said, “and 
is unlike any I know of anywhere else. 
the combination of eucalyptol, Listerine, 
and pine needle extract, by Dr. Vander- 
veer’s method, is agreeable as well as 
‘6xtremely beneficial.’’

THE TOMB OF JULIET. 


A Quaint Memorial of Shakespeare’s 
Heroine at Verona. 


From The New York Herald. 

In all Italy—some would say Europe— 
there is no more picturesque monument 
than Juliet’s tomb, in the world old city of 
Verona. 

Go to Verona today and you will find in 
one of the desrted streets an old, smoke- 
stained hostelry, in which macaroni and 
sour wine are dealt out to laborers, amid 
much shouting and swearing. Rather a 
disreputable looking place, and yet it was 
once the palace of the Capulets. Over the 
stained doorway may still be seen the littie 
hat, Or cappalletto, which has for centuries 
been the escutcheon of this once ramous 
family. Here Juliet lived, loved and died, 
Near the palace is a courtyard, and at the 
end of it is a tomb, which is said to con- 
tain the remains of Romeo and Juliet. It 
is @ mere fragment of stone, and yet every 
year thousands make a pilgrimage to it. 

Juliet, through one of the most renouwned 
heroines in aii iiterature, plays hardly any 
part in history, and hence there has long 
been somewhat of a suspicion that she and 
Romeo are iargely mythical personages. 
On this point Lord Byron says in one of his 
letters from Verona: ‘““lhe Veronese are t¢- 
nacious to a degree of the truth of Juliet’s 
story, insisting on the fact, giving the date 
1303, and showing a tomb. It is a plain, 
open and partly decayed sarcophagus, with 
withered leaves in it, in a wild and deso- 
late conventional garden—once a cemetery, 
now ruined, to the very graves. The situa- 
tion struck me as very appropriate to the 
legend, being blighted as their love.” 

Since Byron's day the tomb has been re- 
moved to the garden of the Orfanotroflio 
delle Franceschine, where it is shown to 
tourists tor a tee of 2 centosimi (@ cents 
in American money). Apparently ic is al- 
ways guarded, and ior an excellent reason. 
Howeilis, in his “Italian Journeys,” asks 
pertinently: “Woes not the fact that this 
relic has to be protected trom the depreda- 
tions of travelers, who could otnerwise 
carry it away piecemeal, speak e:oquentiy 
of a large amount of vuigar and rapacious 
innocence drifting about the worid:”’ ‘ne 
same writer proves conclusively that the 
(apulet family has falien tar trom its for- 
mer greatness. Speaking of the oid paiace, 
he gays: ‘““‘There was a great deal of Sta- 
ble litter and many empty carts standing 
about in the court; and, if 1 might nNazarad 
the opinion formea upon these and other 
appearances, 1 should say that old Capulet 
has now gone to Keeping a hotel, united 
with the retail liquor business, both in 
a small way.’ Sic cransit gloria mundi, 

The English speaking world is indebted 
to Shakespeare ior its xnowledge of Juliet, 
and Shakespeare evidenuy got ile wunder- 
fui love story from Paynter’s ‘‘Paiace of 
Pieasure,”’ as well as frum a poem by Ar- 
thur Brooke, which was published in lote 
under the title ‘““Komeus and Juiiet.’’ Tne 
latter work contains the following quaint 
lines descriptive of the lovers’ last resting 
piace:

WHERE SPOOLS ARE MADE. 


One of the Chief Industries of the 
State of Maine. 

“Oxford county, Maine, turrs out nearly 
all the spools on which the sewing thre di 
of this country is wound," said a wholesale 
dealer in such articles to a writer for The 
Weshington Star. “The sp%o0ls are made 
from white birch timber, and they are pro- 
duced by the million in Oxford county. 
There are numerous sawmills in that part 
of the state which are kept busy «all the 
year round sawing white birch logs into 
strips four feet long and from one to two 
inches wide and of the same thickness. 
These strips are sent to the spool factories, 
where they are quickly worked into spuols 
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by the most ingenious laborsaving ma- 
chinery. 

“The strips of white birch are fed into 
one machine, and they are not touched, in 
fact, are hardly seen again, until the spools, 
all finished for market, except polishing, 
drop out by the bushel from another mae 
chine several rods away from where the 
strips started in. The spools get their gloss 
by being rapidly revolved in barrels turned 
by machinery, the polish resulting from 
the contact of the spools fn the barrel. 

“In the backwoods villages of Oxf 
county one sees scarcely any other indus- 
try but spool making, and every person in 
the neighborhood is in some way interested 
in the business. The factories have been 
eating into the Maine birch forests for 


years, but there sfill seems to be enough 
of the timber left to feed the, machinery 
for many years to come Hundreds of thou- 
sands of feet of logs are cut and sawed 
into spool timber annually. 

‘Shoepeg factories are also an important 
branch of business once peculiar to Maine, 
although it has of late been followed to 
some extent in other eastern states, and is 
spreading to the hardwood forests of north- 
ern Penusylvania. Maple is used largely in 
the manufacture of shoe pegs, although 
white birch is used at some factories. Shoe 
pegs are sold by the bushel, and are worth 
all the way from 7 cents to $1 a bushel 
according to quality. More than $150,006 
was received by Maine shoe-peg factories 
last year for goods. 

‘A curious and profitable business has 
grown up in the Maine woods near the sawe 
riills in the utilizing of the immense quane 
tities of sawdust by compression. Thoue 
sunds of tons of this waste material are 
bought for a mere nothing, and are pressed 
into compact blocks and bales, and in this 
form is finding a ready market for kindling 
and fuel in eastern cities.” ‘

A Perilous Ride of Three Pacific Coast 
Fishermen. 

From The San Francisco Call. 

“That’s the narrowest escape I ever 
had in my life, and I have been through 
a wumber of strange experiences. And 
il tell you right now there's no more 
ocean fishing for me—that is, unless I am 
in a good-sized boat.’’ 

The speaker was Tom Butwell, keeper 
of the Ano Nuevo fog signal, and he was 
engaged in helping two pale-faced men 
out of a small skiff on to the wharf at 
the island. The pale-faced men had little 
to say. Im fact, they were shaking like 
the leaves of a poplar tree when the au- 
tumn winds blow, showing plainly that they 
had been frightened. But they had a 
right to be frightened. Any one would 
have who had passed through what they 
had on that morning a few weeks ago. 

“Come up to the house and I’)! tell you 
all about it,’’ said Tom, after the boat 
had been made fast. “I kinder feel as 
though I would like a little something 
to ,steady me, myself. I guess a iittt 
would do us all good.” 

After the pale-faced men had been made 
more comfortable ard Tom was feeling 
as ‘‘steady’’ as he could expect, he tilted 
his chair back against the wall and told 
the story of how a whale had that morn- 
ing got ho'd of the anchor of their fishing 
boat and started ta China with them. The 
whale seemed to have a preference for a 
deep water route, and would undoubtedly 
have taken ft had not the rope been cut 
just as the sea was coming over the gun- 
wale. 

“You see,”’ beran Tom, “my assistant, Jim 
here, and my friend, Mr. Jones, and I all 
concluded we would try our hands at deep 
water fishing half a mile or so to the west 
of the island. The tide was just right this 
morning askl we had little work rowing 
out The swell was magnificemt and the 
dav perfect for our sport. 

‘T had been out to the same locality 
before and knew where to anchor so as to 
be near a reef where there was likely to 
be plenty of fish. We got fixed in short 
order. I threw out a small anchor at the 
end of about forty feet of rope, and it held 
at once, so that im a moment we were rid- 
ing the swell in grand style. 

“Usually after we throw out our lines the 
fish begin to bite as soon as the bait 
touches bottom, but today something was 
wrong. Half an hour passed without a 
nibble, and I was about making up my 
mind to go to some other place. Suddenly 
my line gave a series of jerks, and so did 
Jim's and Mr, Jones's, almost at the same 
moment. 

“When we pulled up every hook had a 
fish on it, and it was plain to me thata 
school of fish had come by and we wefe 
getting the benefit of it. Then the fun 
commenced, but didn't last long. 

“Tt was all we could do to bait our lines 
and take off the fish. Before the hooks 
had touched bottom there was @ fish on 
each. We kept this up for a few minutes, 
and then something happened. 

“I was sitting in the bow of the boat, 
Jim was sitting In the middle and Mr. 
Jones was in the stern. Just as our sport 
was at its height our boat seemed to give a 
jump and a bump. I thought at first that 
we must have gone adrift and struck on a 
reef. I looked about to make sure and 
saw that the anchor line was taut. Then 
the boat gave another jump, and we all 
looked at one another. 

“It was not until the real cause of our 
trouble came in front of me that I knew 
what it was. I had considered a number 
of things. such as getting caught in some 
current, becoming tangled in seaweed, and 
a few others just as sensible. 

‘Refore I knew it we were going like 
Hehtning and foam was flying on both 
sides of us. I reached for the anchor rope. 
and just at that moment a monster fluke 
rose before me and came down with a 
splash not three inches in front of the 
boat.

I knew we were fastened to a whale, and 
a moment later 1 saw the fellow who had 
us with an anchor sticking in one corner 
of his mouth.

T lav it all to the schaol 
ef fich that gave us such snort for a few 
minutes. You see, that whale was around 
there hefore we cot there and chased all 
the fish ewav. That's the reason we could 
mot entch anv at first. Then when the 
fish got back he was cloeoe behind. Of 
course they got prettv thick around our 
bait. and he charged into them. In some 
wav he must have vot hold of our anchor 
rope. and in atteinnt'ne to ret away I'fted 
the anchoér from the bettem. so that tt 
caucht in the ecnorner of his mouth, Tf 
he had onlv backed water for a moment, 
it would bave shaken lIocse. but instead he 
got friehtened and went ahead, taking us 
with him.

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After their summer vacation the school 
children of Paris are school bound again 
for the fall term.

Mrs. McConico remarked that last 
vear’s carnival was unusually brilliant,

Statistics prove 
that women proportionately live long- 
er than men, and yet, because 
they are generally considered the 
‘weaker vessels’ they suffer the disadvan- 
tages in insurance companies. 

“My ambition,’’ went on Mrs. Patton, “‘is 
to see a woman’s insurance company es- 
tablished, distinctively a woman’s venture 
and on an equal basis with that of other 
companies, where the woman who can 
afford it and so desires may insure her 
life for any amount. My venture has ex- 
cited much interest among women, and I 
have had letters from many different states 
making inquiries as to my methods ard 
present success. Among my agents in 
Georgia are some of the most prominent 
young women, Miss Marion Smith, the 
daughter of “Bill Arp,’ having’ recently 
been appointed as agent through merth 
Georgia.

I would prefer a cheaper material 
with a silk lining to a more expensive 
gown with an inferior lining—and any 
woman who has tried beth must know 
that the silk lined gown holds its shape 
and finish and lasts longer than any 
other. Take, for instance, the popular 
tailor clothes and handsome wool pat- 
terns, and they will wear out and pull 
anything but a silk ‘lining. I am very 
scrupulous,”” she continued, ‘as to every 
cent I expend in dress, but I must ac- 
knowledge I find the silk lining the most 
practical and economical.” 

It is evident that her opinion is shared 
by many practical ones of her sex, since 
the majority of women eal! for silk lin- 
ings and are using them more than ever 
this season. 

The modistes all prefer themin the make- 
up for the best gowns, and this fall seems 
in every respect one of “silk.” 

A leading dry goods merchant, discuss- 
ing the lining of gowns, said: 

“I do not know whther it is the trick

Brush the Hair. 
“Cream’ the Face 


The term, ‘‘well groomed,” as applied toa 
woman, may be objectionable in one sense, 
and in another sense a greater compliment 
cannot be paid her. 

Two of the requisites of a physically at- 
tractive woman are weil cared for hair 
and a pretty complexion. Both can be 
possessed by most any woman, since the 
One not possessing them naturally can in 
these days of progress find every means 
to cultivate them. 

The fact that the women of this day and 
hour do not possess the naturally pretty 
hair and complexion they did some twen- 
ty-five years back is probably due to the 
prevailing styles of the times. 

The curling, waving and general arrange- 
ment of the hair that has called into 
popular use the curling iren has diminished 
the hair of the women of the generation. 
Besides the effect that the careless use of 
the iron has upon one’s hair the style is 
scarcely conducive to its growth. For in- 
stance, the woman who spends an hour 
curling her hair in the morning does not 
wish to brush it out at night; and for days, 
probably, in order to preserve the curl or 
wave of the hair, it goes unbrushed. The 
best of hair dressers well explain the he- 
cessity of thoroughly brushing the hair 
at least once a day, not only as the nec- 
essary strengthening, but cleansing process. 
Though combing may appear to have the 
desired effect, it does not, and the brush 
must necessarily be used. 

A ~well-known coiffeur, discussing the 
matter of curls, laughingly remarked that 
curls and waves still remained the fad of 
fashion and the only advice that could be 
given woman was not to aftempt to curl 
her own hair, as it was almost a physical 
impossibility to accomplish it without 
breaking or burning it. If, therefore, fash- 
ion is followed and curls worn, a good 
coiffeur is necessary or day by day the 
hair will not only diminish as to quantity, 
but as to beauty and softness. An excelient 
tcen'c suggested by many hair dressers is 
massage of the scalp, that i ,sto carefully 
and methodically rub the scalp at least 
once a day while the hair hangs looscy. 
It has the same effect similar treatment does 
to the face, and is certainly an easy rem- 
edy for a good cause. 

As to the care of the face, the skin spe- 
clalists among physicians, as well as the 
masseur, the dermatologist and the one 
who deals in cosmetics, agree that water 
is not the only requisite for a clean com- 
plexion, but used in extreme is absolutely 
injurious. At night, especially, when the 
average woman has more time to devote to 
her face, the use of cream is suggested for 
the cleansing of the pores, since water 
alone cannot accomplish that, especially if 
powder is used continually. 

But in the use of cream there must be 
discretion, for to some couplexions it may 
not be aS necessary as to others, In which 
case it produces anything but good re- 
suite.

Any number of persons can shoot craps. 
I say “shoot” advisedly, for no crap 
Dlayer ever uses the word “‘play.’’ The 
fame is played with two dice. The first 
Player places them in the hollow of his 


right hand (unless he is left-handed), and 
Shaking them about a bit, throws them 
upon the floor or the ground, generally 
the ground. Before he throws he ‘states 
how much he is throwing for, usually a 
nickel. Some one among the other players 
cries out: 

“I fade you!” 

That means the thrower’s money !s cov- 
ered. There then can be as many side 
bets as the other players wish to make. 
If on the first throw the player makes 
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seven or eleven he wins. If he throws 
two, three or twelve on the first throw 
he loses, or “craps out.” If he throws 
four, five, six, eight, nine or ten that is 
called his “point,” and he throws again 
until he either makes his “point” once 
more or makes seven. If he makes his 
“point’’ before he makes seven he wins, 
but if seven comes first he loses. The 
thrower can hold the dice as long as he 
continues to win, but when he loses he 
Surrenders them to the next player. 
Any person in the game has the right 
to pick up the dice quickly when a player 
makes the first throw. He this to 
See that no “loaded” dice have been smug- 
Sled into the game.

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BAND’S BENEFIT FOR ARMORY. 


Brilliant Programme To Be Prepared 
for the Entertainment. 

The band of the Fifth regiment will 
raise the first money for the new armory 
auditorium soon to be erected. 

They have decided to give an entertain- 
ment very soon at the Grand for this pur- 
pose.

The famous composer Mozart was so com- 
pletely wrapped up in music that he was 
almost like a child in every other respect. 
Like many weak-minded people, he was al- 
ways in constant fear of death, and it was 
only by constant application to his work 
that he kept his spirits from sinking total- 
ly under his apprehensions of approaching 
dissolution. Wheneveh he was not occupied 
by his studies he was the victim of a 
profoun@ melancholy, and occasionally 
these gloomy forebodings possesscd him 
even while he was at his work. The circum- 
stances under which he composed his Ctel- 
ebrated ‘‘Requiem” were remarkable. 

One day when he was feeling unusuaily 
depressed, he received a call from a stfan- 
ger—a tall and dignified man, whose man- 
ners were unusually grave and impressive. 
He told Mozart that he came from a person 
who did net wish his name to be known 
to ask if he would compose a solemn mass 
as a requiem for the soul of a dear friend 
who had recently died, and whose memory 
he wished to commemorate. Mozart under- 
took the work, and promised to have it fin- 
ished within a month. The stranger inquir- 
ed the price of the work and after paying 
him 100 duecats took his leave. The strange- 
ness of the visit seemed to have a powerful 
effect upon the mind of the master. He 
braoded over it for several @ays and then, 
suddenly calling for writing materials, be- 
gan to compose with extraordinary fervor. 
The incessant application was too much for 
his strength; it. brought on faiting fits, and 
increasing illness forced him to stop work. 

“T am writing this requiem for myself,” 
he said one day to his wife; ‘it will serve 
for my own funeral service.’’” And he was 
never afterward free from that impression. 

At the end of the month the mysterious 
stranger called and asked for the requiem. 
“T have found it impossbble,” said Mozart, 
“to keep my word. The work has interested 
me more than I expected, an@d I have ex- 
tended it beyond my first design. I shall 
require another month to finish it.” The 
stranger made no objection, but stating 
that it was only just to increase the pre- 
mium for the additional labor, he laid down 
50 ducats more, and after promising to re- 
turn at the appointed time, departed. Mo- 
zart, much astonished at the whole proceed- 
ing, ordered a servant to follow him, but 
the man lost sight of him in the street, and 
was obliged to return without having learn- 
ed anything about him. (Mozart was now 
firmly persuaded that he was a messenger 
from the other world sent to warn him of 
his approaching end, and he applied himself 
with fresh enthusiasm to the requiem. In 
spite of the exhausted condition of his body 
and mind the work was finished within the 
month. At the appointed time the stranger 
returned; the requiem was ready, but Mo- 
zart was no more.

SPAIN’S SOLDIERS 


~ ARE ALL RAW BOYS 


They Know Absolutely Nothing of a 
Military Life. 


OFFICERS EQUALLY IGNORANT 


Nation Is Being Robbed of Its Young 
Men to Carry on Wars. 


THE MOTHERS ARE UP IN REBELLION 


Continuation of the Present Policy Will 
Make Every Matron an Enemy 


”" of the Government. 
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Madrid, September 23.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—At this writing the air is full 
of the tones of the voice of war. Every 
Spaniard is a patriot up to a certain 
limit. I am speaking of the Spanish men— 
not of the women. In the days gone by 
the women of Spain were the mainstay 
of the Dons, encouraging, aiding and abet- 
ting in every possible manner. The pres- 
ent government of Spain has changed all 
this. The women of Spain are not Spar- 
tan mothers. 

The Spanish sofdier, who may yet face 
the men that wear Uncle Sam’s blue, is 
to be pitied. He is a young chap, ordi- 
narily, and his eareless, free and happy 
life has fitted him for nothing like the 
Stern duties of war. It is an actual fact 
that many of the boys who now make up 
the Spanish army when they first put on 
the uniform hardly knew which end of 
the gun the bullet came from, and, strange 
as the fact may seem, they have learned 
very little more of their military duties. 

I was watching in the plaza the other 
day the attempts ‘of sevcral officers to 
drill s¢me of the new recruits who have 
just been brought in from the interior. It 
was painful, amusing, tragic. For thesa 
were the men—or boys—on whom Spain is 
forced to depend to maintain her supro- 
macy. I have winessed the drill of troops, 
raw and regular, In many countries, but I 
am free to state that I never saw any- 
thing upprouchirg the spectacle on the 
plaza Imagine if you can a line of men— 
or hoys—a iine as crooked as a wriggling 
serpent, The new soldiers shu‘Ned when they 
moved «and were evidently in very great 
fear Of the weapons they curried, 

As I locked at this shambling, shuffling 
hoe of country bred lads, fifteen or sixtesn 
years old the most of them, I wondered 
what menrner of man the officer would be 
who could meke a geruine soldier out of 
even one. Then I watched tne officers. 

hey all were gorgeous uniforms and 
clanking swords. Those are the two mark;3 
of the Spanish soldier. As a rule, it is all 
that he rad to distinguisl. him hy, for na- 
ture has not gifted him with either »hy- 
sigue Or brains. Having some familiarity 
with military commands, I approacoed as 
near the :ecruits and -officers as possible 
that I mignt be enlightened as to the 
fpanisn marual. I give the commands as 
I- heard them in Spikish, translated into 
kLuglish. 

The Heutenant of infantry, who appeared 
to be the senior officer in charge of .ke 
drill, stcecd very “erect and looked hird 
at the Loys before him, evidently with 
the itica of seeking to impress them with 
his magnificence as a soldier. “‘Attention,”’ 
he called. <All the boys looked at him, 
naturaliy. Iney would have looked at m3 
just as readily if I had shouted. 

“Right, dress."” The boys still looked at 
him and 11cvcrp moved. He called them all 
so‘ts ef tomes, and then what was my 
asten:snment to see him walk over to the 
tallest recruit who stood in the center of 
the line, and deliberately turn him and his 
fac2 left dress. I] thought the man must 
he making game of the boy, but no. He 
stepped back a few paces, again gave the 
order, and succeeded in inducing the -na- 
jority of the recruits to assume the atti- 
tude of ieft dress at the command of risght. 

This was a sample of the way in which 
he put those poor fellows through a m:in- 
val of arms which would have made a 
student of Upton’s tactics roar with merri- 
ment. Even despite my surroundings I 
could no. heep back the laughter and im- 
mediately bocame persona non grata with 
the uniformed representatives of Spnin’s 
army. I watched the drill for fully fifteen 
minutes, «uG I do not think I ever saw 
such marvc¢clous stupidity and ignorance 
shown as these Spanish officers displayed. 

It seemed to me that these men must bea 
an exception to the rule, and for the pur- 
pose of satisfying myself on this point I 
inquired of a friend who is thoroughtyv 
posted in such matters, and he informed 
me that with very few exceptions the Span- 
fards were ignorant of the most ordin“*y 
principles of the military drill. When the 
recruits ar? brought in from the hills, er 
from whatever portion of Spain they can 
be gathered, they are supposed to be what 
Tommy Atkins’s sergeant calls “licked 
into shape.’ But no Spanish soldier is 
ever licked into shape nowadays unless it 
is when hi n-eets the Cubans. 

The courage and the innocence which 
these boys clothed in Spanish uniforms 
exhibit challenges your admiration and 
your sympathy at the same time. They 
have been told, when gathered in by the 
military rake, that it is really only a 
pleasure excursion they are going to 
take, and that they will run no risk of 
death or anything unpleasant. In the 
face of this they are shipped off to Cuba, 
where, ih fever-breeding Swamps, hud- 
dled together in beastly fashion, half 
clothed and deprived of the necessaries 
of life, they are Kept uf®Mil either dead 
or wrecked by. illness. Rumors of . the 
truth a@e beginning to penetrate even the 
fastnesses of Spain, and if I mistake not 
the effect will be tremendous, 

I am enabled to state upon very good 
authority that agents of the military arm 
of the government are now scattered 
through the provinces endeavoring to 
make a final draft for a coup de main 
that is expected to take place in the 
event of serious trouble with the United 
States. The boys who are caught in the 
drag net are to be mobilized at whatever 
pomt it is deemed most necessary to show 
a strong front to any force of United 
States troops or sailors. The extent of 
this force no one can tell, because no one 
knows how many boys who have hitherto 
escaped the draft have been captured 
this time. From all I can learn I do not 
think it will be very great. 


The Women Are Objecting. 


But there is another element with 
which the Spanish government must con- 
tend and that 's the matronsg of Sara- 
gossa. Spartan mothers they may be to 
a certain extent, but the women of no 
government on earth will all submit to 
having son after son torn from their 
firesides and sent to death and destruc- 
tion. These womerm have seen their_ boys, 
innocent, happy. NMght-hearted fellows, on 
whom their hopes have been built, march 
away to the transport ships, and, so far 
as home fa.her and mother are con- 
cerned, disappear forever. These incidents 
are not by dozens, but by fhousands. Is 
it a wonder, then, that the mothers who 
still have their offspring with them are 
clinging to them and cherishing a bitter 
hatred against the government that would 
take from them that which ts dearest of 
all? There is not @ mother in Spain to- 
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who does not curse the government under 
her breath. 
Even the queen, who has heard the 


‘Tumors of the desperation in the hearts 


of the women of Spain, has been touched 
br the desolation that is so clearly appa- 
rent. It is this fact, it is declared, that 
makes the queen so loath to come to 
open conflict with the United States. She 
knows, of course, that the energies of 
her dominion have been sapped to the ut- 
termost. What, then, could be advanced 
aS an excuse to utterly decimate the 
families of the people who really consti- 
tute the country, to help sustain an aris- 
tocracy which is tottering and must 
eventually fall? 

These statements are not {dle theories, 
but what I have learned from personal 
observation. and other sources which can- 
not be questioned. We hear the war talk 
on all sides, but the murmur that comes 
from desolated homes, the cursés of moth- 
ers whose first, second and third born 
have been sacrificed to this awful moloch 


of Spanish greed are like the rumors that 


preceded the French revolution. Spain is 
intensely patriotic so far as the aristoc- 
racy is concerned, but I am free to say 


that from what I can learn the common 


people would not welcome war with the 
United States.

The Consular Service. 

The income of a country comes directly 
and entirely from taxes of one kind and 
another, and nearly [© per cent of these 
taxes are borne by business. It is there- 
fore just and proper that business shovld 
have some say in the distribution ard di- 
rection of the governmental expenditures. 
We want foreign trade to absorb our sur- 
plus products. We need consuls in foreign 
ports familiar with our business output 
and alert to our commercial interests. This 
is recognized and exacted by most foreign 
commercial nations. Their consuls are 
trained to the work and before available 
for consular service must be thoroughly 
familiar with the products of their coun- 
tries and able to give intelligent inform- 
ation about every detail. Our country Is 
not so fortunately served; our consuls are 
generally appointed to pay off a political 
debt. Their efficiency as a ward heeler 
or a delegate manipulator does not 7 eces- 
sarily fit them for business. In fact, they 
are frequently flat business failures ard 
drift into politics for a living. Such con- 
suls are inimical to our export trade. hey 
are supposed to look after our commercial 
interests abroad, but however willing 
they are necessarily incompetent. We are 
not the only nation that suffers in this 
way. It appears that our sister republic, 
France, is recognizing that politicians in 
business places is not good business. The 
French chamber of commerce has been 
considering means by which tne consular 
service could be rendered more efficient in 
giving practical help to French exporters. 
The opinion prevails that the best means 
is to appoint commercial agents—a hind of 
annex to the consu!s—whose -tuties would 
be to give information in regard to mar- 
kets and prices. Possibly this plan might 
work if the French chamber of commerce 
would employ and control these commer- 
cial agents. But the fact is, we need bus- 
iness men in business places. Consular 
service is business; appointees to such ser- 
vice should be well grounded in 
the actual details of trade and alive to 
the interests of their country’s products, 
both agricultural and manufactured. With 
a thoroughly efficient consular service, the 
exports of this country would be doubled or 
trebled in twelve months. With our pres- 
ent political consular service, foreign na- 
tions are absorbing our legitimate trade. 
This should be remedied, 


Glazed Brick. 

The manufacturers have s0 {m- 
proved in making fine, smooth brick that 
the glazing process, which is very simple 
end inexpensive, has come largely into 
use, as the product is scarcely inferior in 
appearance to the enameled tiles. These 
giazed brick have muny advantages over 
the ename'ted, as The glazing is part of 
the very brick itself, the green brick be- 
ing dipped in fine clay and coated with 
salt before firing; whereas gnameling is ap- 
plied to the burnt brick. These giazed brick 
are impervious to moisture and _ proof 
against atmospheric acids, 


Recalling Letters. 
From New Ideas. 

Many times people would like to recall 
a letter after it has been mailed. This 
can be done even after the letter has reach- 
ed the postoffice at its destination. At every 
postoffice are what are called “withdrawal 
blanks.”” On application they will be fur- 
nished, and when a deposit is made to 
cover the expense, the postmaster will tel- 
egraph to the postmaster at the letter’s 
destination asking that it be promptly re- 
turned. The applicant first signs this 
agreement: “It is hereby agreed that, if 
the letter is returned to me, I will protect 
you from any and all claims made against 
you tor any loss you may sustain by rea- 
son of such action. And I herewith de- 
posit $— to cover all expenses .ncurred, 
and will deliver to you the envelope of the 
letter returned.’”” In many cases parties 
have made remittances to fraudulent par- 
ties or irresponsible firms, and have in 
this way succeeded in recalling the letters. 


Antidote for Snake Bites. 

United States Consul Germain, of Zurich, 
under date of July 15, 1897, calls the atten- 
tion of the department to an article ap- 
pearing in The Weekly Scotchman in re- 
gard to the anti-venomous properties of the 
bile of serpents. Experiments witn the 
bile of the African cobra, the puff adder 
and the rattlesnake, it was stated at a 
meeting of the Royal Society of Kdin- 
burgh, showed that the bile, when mixed 
with the venom of serpents, was able to 
prevent lethal doses of the latter from 
producing death. Although nontoxic in the 
alimentary canal, the bile salts and pig- 
ments acted as poisons when injected un- 
Ger the skin or 


into a blood vessel. It 


was improbable, the article continued, that 
bile in its natural form could be used as 
an antidote, except by internal administra- 
tion or by application to the wound caused 
by a snake bite. The report has been re- 
ferred to the United States marine hospital 
service. 


Repairing Pipe Leaks. 

Leaks in steam pipes are easy to heal 
with manganese cement, which hardens in 
a few hours, and is prepared by *horough- 
ly mixing four pints black oxide of manga- 
nese, ten pints litharge, five pints minium, 
five pints crude limestone and five pints 
yellow ochre, all powdered, with 
boiled linsegd oil and Kneading it to a 
paste with some asbestos fiber. 


Edison’s Magnetic Enterprise. 
Frem The Chicago Times-Herald. 

A problem which has engaged Fdtson's 
attention for more than ten years at last 
has been solved, and unless the inventor 
himself is deceived it is destined to revolu- 
ticnize the entire iron industry of this 
cfuniry. Ha has succeeded in separating 
the iron from iron ore by magnetic pro- 
cess. Edison has progressed so far with 
the practical end of this process thai he 
already controls, by lease and purchase, 
80,000 acres of ore-producing land in New 
Jersey and has erected a@ reduction plant 
with a capacity of 5,000 tons a day, which 
is nearly ready to go into operation. The 
inventor’s faith in his enterprise is shown 
by the fact that he bas invested more 
than $2,vv0,000 of his own money in it. By his 
new process there is no mining, properly 
speaking. The ore is simply blasted out 
and then puiverized by a system of steel 
crushers, which are capable of converting 
a chunk of ore weighing a ton into powder 
without any difficulty. The iron is sepa- 
rated from the powder magnetically, and 
when reduced ig ready for market in the 
form of small bricks. The process is com- 
paratively cheap, and the saving in freight 
charges alone should give Edison practical 
control of the eastern iron market. Both 
his raw material and his finished product 
are right in the backyard of New York. 


Meat-Eating and Temper. 

Mrs. Ernest Hart, who accompanied her 
Husband in his recent trip around the 
worid, appears to come to the conclusion 
that meat-eating is bad for the temper. 
in The Hospital she gays fhat in no cou: itty 
is home rendered so unh: ippy and life mac 
SO miserable by the ill temper of those who 
are obliged to live together as in England. 
lf we compare domestic life and manners 
in England with those of other countries 
where meat does not form such an integral 
article of diet, a notable improvement will 
be remarked. In less meat-eating France 
urbanity Ts the rule of the home; in fish 
and rice eating Japan harsh words are 
unknown, and an exquisite politeness to 
one another prevails even among the chil- 
dren who play together in the streets. In 
Japan I never heard rude, angry words 
spoken by any but Englishmen. I am 
strongly of opinion that the ill-temper cf 
the English is caused in a great measure by 
a too abundant meat di®tary, combined 
with a sedentary life. The half-oxidized 
products of albumen circulating in the 
blod produce both mental or moral distur- 
bances. The healthful thing to do is to 
lead an active and unselfish life, on a 
moderate diet, sufficient to maintain 
strength and not increase weight. 


But Little Danger from Lightning. 

Writing on ‘‘The Necdless Fear of Light- 
ning,’’ EFdward W. Bok, in the September 
Lacies’ Home Journal, says that “ it will 
dcubtless surprise the timid to know that 
crly 20 deaths a year occur on an average 
throughout this entire country from light- 
ning, or Gne' person in every 350,000 people. 
Now, in comparison, fifteen times as many 
pecple ar2 kitled each year by falling out 
of windows; over twice aS many from being 
bitten by rattlesnakes, while 25 per cent 
more are killed with ‘unloaded’ pistols. 
More people are drowned around New Yorx 
citv alone every year than there are deaths 
from lightning all over the country. In 
fact, more people, by 50 per cent, are killed 
by being kicked by horses in New York city 
than die from lHghtning throughout the 
whole of the United States. The casualties 
of the south show that the dangers of beirg 
lynched and of being killed by lightning 
are about the same. The trolley cars of 
our cities kill a far greater number of 
people than do the lightning storms. Now, 
these are facts—they are strictly accurate 
and carefully computed.’’ 


Bicycles Not Safe from Lightning. 
Electricians, as well as bicyclers, are 

much interested in the developments of the 

death of Cotter Scott, a Chicago wheelman,

who was struck by Ightning recently while 
hurrying home during a storm. The fa- 
tality was witnessed by several men who 
had sought shelter nearby. It seem that 
the lightning struck Mr. Scott on the crown 
of his head, tearing his cap, shirt and coat 
to fragments, and severely burning his 
chest and abdomen. It has been generally 
supposed that the rubber tires of a wheel 
would render immunity to the rider awheel 
from an electric discharge, but as the tires 
are usually covered with a film of moisttre 
and mud a conducting path is thus afforded 
which renders the otherwise non-conduct- 
ing tires comparatively good conductors, 
and the accident shows that they are not 
to be relied upon as adequate protection 
against the mighty clectromotive force rep- 
resented in a ligitning flash. 

A Cooling Stove. 

The apparatus which has been devised by 
Professor Elmer Gates, of Washington, for 
the ready cooling of rooms in summer he 
declares to be capable of being more cheap- 
ly operated in summer than a coal stove 
in winter, says The New York Sun, It is 
simply a tall cylinder af galvanized iron 
resting in a large basin er pan, and con- 
mecting at the top with the ordinary stove 
pipe or with a tube leading out of the 
window. In the top of the cylinder’s in- 
terior is a perforated tubular ring, and on 
a cock being turned on thts ring an arti- 
ficial shower is caused inside the cylinder. 
The water thus flowing down the _ sides 
takes a rapid spiral motion, which sucks 
the air dowm through the cylinder at a 
rapid rate, a fine spray inside cooling the 
air thus entering, reducing its humidity 
to normal and taking out all dust and bad 
odors; the water collects in the basin be- 
low, from_which it is drained off, the cool 
air escaping through openings just above 
the water surface of the basin. In some 
experimemts exhibited with this contrivance 
the temperature of the air on entering the 
cooling cylinder was observed to be about 
92 degrees, while it was as low as 68 on its 
coming out at the bottom. When the tem- 
perature of the laboratory is 92 degrees the 
atmosphere inside can thus be cooled to 
about 70 within three hours and the humid- 
ity at the same time may go down from 
100 to about normal. 
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Contracts of Inebriates. 


From Appleton’s Popular Science Monthly. 

Alcohol clearly predisposes to criminali- 
ty by lowering and paralyzing the higher 
brain centers which preside over censcivus- 
ness of right and wrong. The immediate 
effect of spirits is to cause impulsive, petty 
octs. For the nresent moment such acts 
might materialize into serious crime, but 
it would depend upon favorable conditions 
aaul surroundings. The unstable condition 
of the brain, made so by: alcohol, is more 
or less incapable of sustaining a precon- 
ceived idea and carrying it out, especial- 
ly if time and continuous drinking follow. 
This is the rule to which there are excep- 
ticns, but these exceptions clearly fallow 
certain circumstances which are easily 
traced. Often it is claimed that spirits 
are given for the purpose of obtaining 
undue influence in the making of a will 
or signing a contract. This is confirmed by 
a clinical study of cases, and facts idi- 
cate the impulsiveness of the act, with 
absence of deliberation or forethought. 
Delusions and misconceptions of acts and 
motives are very common in all inebriates. 
Faulty reasoning, childish credulity and 
general failure of capacity to discriminate 
and adjust himself to the conditions and 
surroundings must of necessity result in 
wrong doing, although in many cases this 
condition is covered up and only when the 
person acts along unusual lines is it ap- 
parent. 

All contracts and wills written by ine- 
briates jshould be subjected to carefubh 
scrutiny. Not infrequently such acts display 
sound judgment, and it is found that they 
are the culmination of previous couceyp‘i4as. 
Where they manifest imbecility and strange 
motives, it is clearly the workings of an 
araesthetic brain, acting from suggestions 
from without or deranged impulses formed 
within. While a very large number of ine 
briates act rationally in ordinary affairs 
of society and business, and do not ecmmit 
overt acts that come under legal recogni- 
tion, it is a question if this is not the result 
of accident and conditions. There 
strong reasons for believing that a slight 
change of surroundings both mental and 
physical would explode the degeneration 
which exists and bring to light insanity, 
criminality or idiocy. Instances are not in- 
frequent of acts of lawlessness and crime 
in inebriates previously law-abiding and 
honest citizens. It was not the last use 
of spirits which provoked the act; this only 
exploded a condition which had been gath- 
ering like a storm long before. The direc- 
tion and form which this disturbance would 
take could not always be foreseen.

New courthouses and new jails have been 
built, and the roeds snd bridges of the 
State put in proper repair. 

The accompanying table gives the figures 
which show the variation in county taxes 
in the years 1896 and 1897, and in some 
cases the differerce is startling. The in- 
crease, however, always means something. 
In Cobb county the rate last year was 
3% on $100. This qear it is 444, making 
an increase of .}. This is attributed to 
the cost of making necesary _ re- 
pairs on the courthouse. Worth 
county’s increase is 2.40 $1,000. 
Both the courthouse and jail had 
been destroyed by fire, and, rather than go 
into further debt, they were replaced by 
direct taxation. 

In Berrien county the increase in the 
rate over that of 189 is 5 cents per $100, 
which was necessitated by the erection of 
& new courthouse. Butts county has expe- 
rienced an increase of $9.56 on the $1,000 |

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possess a handsome new $25,000 courthouse, 
with all the mo@fern improvements, which, 
the citizens claim, will make it the favorite 
Seat on the circuit. In Coweta county new 
courthouses were needed badly in the va- 
rious militia districts, and for this pur- 
pose an increase of 5 cents on the $100 
was levied. 

It cost the citizenp of Habersham county 
an increase of 19 cents on the $100 for the 
erection and equipment of a new court- 
house, but they preferred meeting the ad- 
vance to longer using the old building for 
court purposes. It was als@ necessary to 
increase the rate in order to meet the cur- 
rent county expenses for the year. 

New County Schools. 

Chatham, Newton and Jones counties are 
all impressed with the importance of erect- 
ing new schools, and have shouldered an 
increase in the tax rate to permit of these 
improvements. In Chatham the school 
debt so oppresed the mirds of the grand 
jury that, at their recommendation, an in- 
crease of } cents on the $1,000 was levied for 
the purpose of lifting it. In Newton the 
increase amcunts to 16 cents on the $1,000, 
and Jones takes the lead on an increase of 
5 cents on $1,000, ° 

Money Spent on Jails. 

It is gratifying to note the increasing 
tendency of the counties to provide suita- 
ble prison facilities. With hardly an ex- 
ception where a jail is damaged or a new 
building necessary, it is invariably the rule 
with the counties to increase taxation for 
the purpose of improvements. The only 
Other alternative is that of running into 
bended debt’ and a mijority of them shun 
this as they would the plague. In Madi- 
s0n county there is an increase of 4 mills 
on the dollar, the money being used for 
the joint purpose of erecting a new jail 
and providing for superior court expenses, 
which the insufficient rate of the previous 
year had left unpaid. While there will be 
an increase in Spalding county, its amount 
is not yet definite, but it wes caused by the 
necessity for a new prison building. The 
Old jail was limited in capacity and inse- 
cure, and the demand thai it be supplanted 
by another was general. 

Carroll county has been industrious this 
year, and with an increase of 4.35 mills on 
the doliaér, has succeeded in completing a 
hew jail and starting work on several 
handicapped the farmers of the county in 
their market expeditions. The county is 
bridges, the absence of which has long 
very populous, and streams, while shallow, 
are very numerous, and their tortuous 
windings compel the construction of bridges 
at many crossings. Troup county is also 
interested in jail and bridge construction, 
her 1.9 mill increase on the dollar being ab- 
sorbed in a substantial payment on the fine 
new jail, spanning the river with an im- 
proved bridge, ad replacing a number of 
smaller ones washed away by the floods 
of the last few months. 

Effects of New Road Law. 

The new state road law hus operated to 
increas2 the rate of taxation in several 
counties In many instances the edicts of 
the courts have taken misdemeanor con- 
victs from private ®ssees and placed them 
in a county chaingang, and in cases where 
the gang was smail it did not pay expenses 
and was an expense to the county sup- 
porting it. The road jaw of 1831 is 
resporsible for an advance of 100 points 
in the rate of Appling county, but the 
citizens declare that they now enjoy 300 
per cent better roads, and that the wisdom 
of the measure is beginning to be realized 
The improved system also runs up Greene’s 
rate 10 cents on the thousand, but the in- 
crease is compensated for by the alteration 
for the good in the condition of roads. Jaa- 
per notes an increase of $2 on the thousand 
for the same reason. Houston county is 
one of the unfortunates who has to work 
a small chaingang at a loss. 
here noted is $2.25 on $1,000. 

Hancock county finds it necessary to prp- 
vide a special road fund and alsv to in- 
create the general exp2nse account. This 
causes a difference of three-tenths of one 
per cent in the rate over that of 1896. In 
Bulloch county again the chaingang. prob- 
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lem plays an important part in increasing 
the rate 65 c@énts on the hundred. Liberty 
county experiences an increase of one- 
tenth of 1 per cent, owing to the fact that 
the road fund is exhausted and the courts 
require more money. The decrease of tax- 
able values in Dade county and the in- 
crease in the road tax, calls for an added 
tax of 10 cents on_the hundred dollars. A 
great many counties find that the assess- 
ments of last year placed the valuations at 
too low a figure to support the county, and 
increase were rendered necessary. The in- 
auguration of the new road law in Wash- 
ington county calls for an ipcrease of 2.5 
mills on the dollar. 

Counties with New Bridges. 
‘Many of the counties are erecting sub- 
stantial bridges over streams within their 
boundaries. The rivers and creeks of 
Georgia become sometimes very turbulent 
when swollen by long rains, and destroy 
the bridges erected over them, causing the 
loss of thousands of dollars of property 
and imposing heavy expense on the differ- 
ent counties to replace them. Such a one 
is Colquitt, where the spring freshets play- 
ed havoc with the bridges, necessitating an 
advarece of 1.30 mills on the dollar. The 
county also invested a small portion of 
this increase in a poor farm. In Towns 
county there is an increase of 18.5 mills for 
bridge bufiding purposes. Montgomery 
county’s new bridges increased her rate 
1.11 mills, and a part of this fund was used in 
meeting the expenses of adjourned sessions 
of the superior court. The counties com- 
plain bitterly of this last drain, and it looks 
as though some remedy might be devised. 
In Clay county the spring floods left hardly 
a single bridgaon the streams, and an in- 
crease of 2.5 mills was necessary to replace 
them. In Lumpkin county the same cause 
is responsible for an increase of 11.5 mills. 

Lee county is a fine illustration of the 
operation of the three preceding influences. 
Her citizens had to ‘‘come across” with an 
increase of {05 on the thousand on ac- 
count of the combined expense of replacing 
bridges, building a new jail and inducting 
the new system of working roads, Chat- 
tooga county builds new bridges and has 
to stand an increase of 73 cents on the 
thousand dollars. In Catoosa bridges and 
new buildings tells the story of the in- 
crease of 15.75 mills. The buildings erected 
with the increase have long been needed 
and add much to the appearance and value 
of the county property. &The bridges are 
of substantial construction and could not 
have been dispensed with. 

Reasons for the IncreabBe. 

Good bridges and a sufficient number of 
them are at a premium in Gwinnett, and for 
the purpose of meeting this want the rate 
has been increased to the extent of 16 
cents on the thousand dollars. Forsyth 
county citizens will have to increase their 
taxes 8 cents on the thousand to defray 
the expenses of new steel bridges with 
which the different streams in the county 
are being spanned. Tnis county does not 
believe in any half-way measures and 
the structure of its new bridges is of the 
latest approved pattern. . - 

In Miller county the increase will amount 
to 20 cents On the thousand and is due to 
the construction of bridges and @ new jail. 
The citizens think that the first requisite 
of an enterprising county is good bridges, 
and the second good jails to retain the 
bad characters after they get in the county. 
Cherokee county is free of any debt or out- 
standing bonds, but was compelled to levy 
an additional tax of 2.5 mil/s un the dollar 
to cover the cost of erecting new bridges 
and repairing those which floods had in- 
jured. The county is proud of its clean 
recogd and proposes to increase the rate 
every year rather than go into debt to se- 
cure improverents. 

In Heard county an increase of 2.85 mills 
is levied to liquidate the public debt in- 
curred some time since in the erection of 
public bédildings. With the citizens the 
sentiment} is that it is better to pay in- 
vreased es than permit the county to 
abner geo eeeys under the shadow of debt. 
Gilmer’s rate is increased 8 cents on the 


new 


The increase 
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$100 for the purpose of wiping out existing 
indebtedness. In Union county the 3c in- 
crease is not accounted for. In Pulaski 
county the increase is 35 mills on the dollar, 
owing to the fact that the current expenses 
have increased and the taxable property 
decreased. This seems to be a fruitful 
source of increased taxations in many of 
the least populous counties. There is no 
cause assigned for an increase in the rate 


' of Quitman county. ‘ 


Milton county seeks to rid herself of past 
indebtedness by an increase of 12.5 mills. 
The citizens feel as if they must first pay 
for what they have before they incur any 
further indebtedness for fresh improve- 
ments. The same cause actuates Clayton 
to increase her rate 75 mills. Decline in 
property valuation compels Walker county 
to increase her rate 5 cents per $100. 

The Delks Again. 

Pike county largely charges her increase 
of 1.25 mills to the repeated trials which 
have been granted the Delks. Court ex- 
penses have been heavy and almost com- 
pletely drained the treasury. This was the 
cause of the bitter feeling against the 
notorious family throughout the county. 
Pike county has usually a light docket, and 
as a rule the expense is insignificant, but 


: the justice meted out to the Delk gang has 


cost it more than it can well afford. Jack- 
son county is practically on the same foot- 
ing. Her increase of 12 cents and 9 mills 
on the $100 was caused through extra 
sessions of the superior court, special cost 
in murder cases and pdaying old debts. 
Pickens county shows an increase of about 
le on the $100, for which no special reason 
is given. 

Gordon county increases her rate 1.31 
mills on account of decreased valuations 
as given in by tax payers and failure to 
levy sufficient tax in 1896. Two special 
terms of court in Talbot county, where the 
‘Ryder trial occurred, cost the citizens 40c 
extra on the thousand dollars. In Wayne 
county there is an increase of 1c on the 
thousand with no special reason assigned. 
Taylor county’s rate increases 44 mills for 
no perceptible reason. Douglas county re- 
cords an increase of 35 cents on the $100. 
In Crawford county the low rate levied the 
previous year necessitated an increase this 
year of 20 cents on the $100 in order to 
cancel indebtedness. ; 

The Credit Side. 

In many of the counties there are de- 
creases in the rate just as perceptible, and 
they are due to the same causes, reversed. 


} That is the high rates of the preceding 


year were necessary to complete and com- 
mence improvements, and the necessity 
does not now exist. Indications are that 
the rate will be lower generally next year, 
for the reason that improvement has been 
general, and there will be no aceasion for 
further outlay. 

The citizens of all the counties, however, 
can console themselves with the reflection 
that the expenditure was not a profligate 
one, and was compulsory through oid 
debts, urgent need of improvements and 
unforeseen contingencies.

BUT NO SALARY 


Suggestion That Penitentiary Be 
Managed by Citizens, 


GOOD PEOPLE WILLING T0 SERVE 


Other States Have Tred 't with the 
Best of Success, 


WOULD BAR OUT THE POLITICIANS 


Instead of a Scramble for Salary the 
Commissioners Would Work for 
the Good of the State—Gov- 
ernor Atkinson Distrib- 
utes Some Advice. 


The difference of opinion on the part of 
the sub-committee of the joint penitentiary 
committees of the house and senate has 
hopelessly divided that body on the ques- 
tion of creating a penitentiary commission 
and mapping out the duties of the com- 
missioners; but while these statesmen have 
been quarreling among themselves others 
have suggested a plan which may, remove 
entirely the bone of contention. The Hall 
bill. which stands. as the majority report 
of the sub-committee, proposes to give the 
governor power to appoint three commis- 
sioners, whose duty it will be to manage 
the whole penitentiary system, and who are 
to be paid a salary of $2,000 a year each. 
They are also to have a paid secretary, 
quarters in the capitol, and traveling ex- 
penses., “ 

Now comes the suggestion—and it will be 
made to the joint committee—that the com- 
missioners serve without salary. Those 
who make it believe that under the pro- 
posed plan there will be a scramble of the 
little politicians for the and that 
the men who have sufficient business ex- 
perience and character to equip them for 
the responsible work that the commission 
will be entrusted with will be forgotten. 
They hold that it is a part of the duty of 
good citizenship to look after the criminal 
element in society, and that there are 
many good Georgians today who would be 
giad to donate their services to the state. 

The Best Inspection. 
. In his address to the sub-committee Judge 
Turner, the principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary, said thatthe best inspection of any 
sort of a penal institution was the free im- 
spection by the people. He said that where 
men were paid to inspect it was usually the 
case that their eyesight failed, but that 
disinterested observers always saw clearly. 
He did not make this remark with any 
view to prejudicing the sub-committee in 
favor of a non-salaried commission, but 
it is very likely that his idea will be used 
as one of the strongest-arguments in favor 
of the suggested amendment to the Hall 
bill—or to any other bill which may be 
adopted framing the states new peniten- 
tiary policy. s+ 234) 

Other states are today operating their 
penitentiaries under the management of 
citizens who serve without salary and who 
are proud to be selected for such office. In 
Pennsylvania there is no greater honor 
than an appointment from the governor to 
the office of prison inspector. There are 
nine of these inspectors, and they are 
charged with every detail of duty connect- 
ed with the management of the convict 
population of the state. On the inspection 
board are lawyers, bankers, merchants, 
farmers, ministers and politicians. Their 
views differ as to nearly every question in 
the world but one, and on that one they are 
a unit.

A Matter of Pride. 

It is their pride that the penitentiary 
system of the state is perfect, They em- 
ploy the wardens and the guards and the 
physicians and the matrons, and they audit 
the accounts. At regular periods one or 
more members of the board make a per- 
sonal inspection of the penal institutions of 
the state, and any breuch of the rules 
leads to prompt punishment. Under this 
system the state reformatory is about the 
best in the country, and many other states 
are now arranging to follow Pennsylvania's 
example. It is not a question of economy 
entirely, because the state could profitably 
donate large salaries to a certain class of 
people to keep them off the penitentiary 
commission, but it is a question of obtain- 
ing the services of men to whom salary is 
not an object. 

When the joint committees meet on Oc- 
tober 25th a suggestion of this sort will be 
presented. Whether it will come in the 
form of an independeni measure or as an 
amendment to the Hal bill is not known, 
but there is no question that it will come 
up for consideration in One way or an- 
other. The disruption of the sub-committee 
invites the suggestion, and the present con- 
dition of the state treasury goes a long 
ways toward approving it. The question 
naturally arises as to the willingness of 
gentiemen of the character mentioned to 
serve on the commission, and it may be 
said in reply that the man is yet to be 
found who would not serve. The Constitu- 
tion could not find him yesterday. 

Governor Gives Advice. 

Govethor Atkinson has given to the press 
advance proofs of that portion of his an- 
nua] message whiich treats of the peniten- 
tiary problem. His recommendation, as 
has already been printed in The Constitu- 
tion, is for a gradual transfer of convicts 
from hire te work on public account, to,

There came near being a _ serioug r:ot 
here today between a gang of lawless 
negroes and the white people south of the 
city. 

Six negro men and women were arrest- 
ed by the police for fighting just outside 
of the Buffalo Bill Wild West inclosure, 
and were being taken to the city jail. 

A gang of negroes assembled and swore 
that the women should not be taken to 
jail. They assaulted the police, who drew 
their clubs and defended themselves. 

An alarm was turned in and the white 
citizens of the vicinity armed themselves 
with shotguns and went to the assistance 
of the Officers. With the exception of a 
few bruised heads ‘the incident passed 
without any serious damage.

AMERICAN CITIZEN RELEASED. 


John Bolly, Confined in a Mexican 
Prison, Now a Free Man. 

Washington, October 9.—Consul Kedsle, 
at Durango, Mex., has reported to the de- 
partment of state the release of John Bol- 
ly, an American citizen, and three per- 
sons who had been confined in jail at Du- 
rango since February, 1896. 

The men were engaged in mining and 
it was charged that they fraudulently pro- 
cured a lot of valuable machinery from 
the Iron Mountain company, which caused 
their arrest. On the original trial they 
were convicted, but the indications were 
such as to lead to the impression that they 
had not been justly dealt with and a new 
trial was demanded which has now been 
accorded. 


SIAM REMEDIES THE WRONG. 


Minister Barret, at Bangkok, Meets 
with Complete Success. 
Washington, October 9.—United States 
Minister Barret, at Bangkok, has met com- 
piéte success in his effort to secure repa- 
ration for the treatment accorded United 
States Vice Consul Kellett last spring by 

the local Siamese authorities. 

Kellett's servant was arrested by the 
native troops. Upon interfering in his be- 
half the vice consul Was ill treated. 

The government reprimanded the captain, 
licutenant and four soldiers who partici- 
pated tin «tthe affair and suspended them 
for a long time. The viceroy was cau- 
tioned against a repetition of the trouble, 
and the Siamese government itself, Mr. 
Barret cables, will express regret at the 
occurrence. 

This may be regarded as closing satis- 
factorily the incident which caused the 
dispatch of a United States warship to 
Bangkok last spring.

Citizens Will Organize a Club To Bring 
About Changes. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 9.—(Special.)—A 
meeting is called for next Friday night to 
form a club to oppose the present admin- 
istration of county and local affairs. A 
lengthy meeting has been held by several 
to arrange preliminaries. One of the at- 
tendants at this meeting outlined its ob- 
jects tonight by stating: 

“A preliminary meeting decided to appoint 
a committee of twelve to canvass members 
for a Glynn good government club. Its 
general object will be to better the political 
situation in Glynn. Efforts will be made to 
secure a change in legislation whereby 
Glynn's jury commissioners shall be elected 
by the votes of each militia district, such 
districts to have one representative each 
on the board. 

“A fight will be made before the legisla- 
ture on the special tax levied recently by 
the county commissioners based on the 
allegations that the county commissioners 
tore down Glynn's courthouse when it was 
yes sufficient for courthouse purposes. Ef- 
forts will be made to change the local 
administration by electing a board of alder- 
men-at the Deeember election. An antil- 
administration newspaper will be founded 
and edited by the club. The county dis- 
tricts have already organized for similar 
purposes and others, and the meeting Fri- 
day night will complete the organization 
by enrolling Brunswick.”’ 


WILL ENTERTAIN THE VISITORS. 


Special Board on Armor Plate Will‘In- 
spect Birmingham. 

Birmingham, Ala., October 9.—(Special.)— 
When the special board appointed by the 
secretary of the navy to investigate the 
cost and feasibility of a government armor 
plate factory arrives in Birmingham Sun- 
day evening the members will be taken in 
hand by the committee of the Birming- 
ham Commercial] Club and given a business 
reception. There will be no wining and din- 
ing, no speech making, but the gentlemen 
will be given every opportunity of seeing 
the Birmingham district as it is. 

Birmingham is a persistent candidate for 
the location of the armor plate factory 
if it is to be built, raw matertal, Its 
cheapness, cheap labor and railroad facili- 
ties being among its chief claims. The 
board will spend two days in Birmingham 
and in che district and will not be allowed 
to lose one hour's time. Special trains 
have been provided for, and every industry 
of note within twelve miles of Birmingham 
is to be shown the visitors. The nearness 
of the coal and ore veins and the actual 
mining of both minerals will be displayed 
in its fullest form. The mannfacture of 
iron from the raw material gathered with- 
in almost a stone throw of the furnaces wiil 
be set before the committee. The manu- 
facture of steel from iron made within 
two hundred yards of a furnace. supplied 
with raw material from a distance not 
further than six miles will be another 
scene. The manufacture of iron pipe for 
waterworks and other purposes from iron 
manufactured within a quarter of a mile 
of the furnace is another of the chapters 
to be shown. The mining of coal and ore 
and the quarrying of limestone all within 
two miles of one another is s,cill another 
chapter that will be € shed ouc to the com- 
mittee, making a panorama that will be in- 
teresting.

NOMINEES RATIFIED 
BY REPUBLICANS 


Big Mass Meeting Held Last Night at 
the Cooper Union. 


FORAKER, OF OHIO, PRESENT 


Henry George’s Name Provokes Gen- 
eral and Long Applause. 


SENATOR SAYS IT IS A NATIONAL ISSUE 


General Tracy Addresses the Assem- 
blage, Reviewing Each of 
the Candidates. 


New York, October 9%9.—The republican 


municipal nominations were ratified tonight 
at a mass meeting at Cooper Union. Ev- 
ery seat tn the big hall was occupied and 
the assemblage was un orderly one. 

The several candidates as they made 
their appearance on the platform were re- 
ceived with cheers. Senator Joseph B. For- 
aker, of Ohio, was the principal speaker. 
He said in part: ‘ 

“It has been said this contest has no 
reference to either state or national pol- 
itics. If this were true, I would not have 
come all the way from Ohio to engase® 
with you in this ratification meeting. The 
republicans of the nation are watching 
th.s Campaign with more anxiety and solic- 
itude than they have ever expericnced with 
respect to any municipal contest in all 


your history. 

“If Judge VanWyck should be elected 
mayor his selection would be heralded 
all over this country as a democratic vic- 
tory, which would strengthen the demo- 
cratic party in this city, in this state and 
in the nation. 


“Henry George, (applause and hisses) 


was his nomination political? (Cries of 
‘‘No!’) His nomination is political in a 
doubl*-and most emphatic sense. He was 
nominated as the apostle of the new dis- 
pensation. (Applause.) He was nominated 
as the exponent of the declaration of the 
Chicago platform of 1896 and as the special 
champion of the most vicious and poison- 
ous declarations to be found in that plat- 
form. (Applause.) 

“Mr. Low claims there is no politics in 
this campaign and claims there should not 
be. It would be very easy indeed to per- 
suade me that Mr. Low himself has no 
politics. In the presidential campaign of 
1884, Mr. Low being mayor of the city of 
Brooklyn, was in a situation to do his par- 
ty. and as we thought, bis country, much 
food, but not a hand did he raise nor a 
voice to help us.’’ (Cries of ‘‘Traitor.’’) 

When he mentioned General Benjamin 
F.. Tracy’s name there was great applause 
and three cheers were given. He eulogized 
General Tracy as a republican, soldier and 
public man and continued: 

“This contest between him and any of 
the other cardidates ix a contest between 
Bryanisin om the one side and republican- 
ism on the cther.’”’ 

The most remarkable thing that occurred 
during Mr. Feraker’s speech was the wild 
eresors Which bioke out among the audli- 
ence when the speaker mentioned Henry 
Giecrge The kody of the hall was well 
fiiled with George men who broke out like 
mid at the !tnention of his name. As the 
cheering was subsiding there were a few 
Léiases, 

At the nemiton of Seth Low the occu- 
pants of ine auditorium broke out into 
cat calls, hisses and shrieks of derision. 
“Traitor,’’ ‘‘Blackslider.” ‘“Mugwump” be- 
mg howled again and again. 

General Tracy’s name evoked general en- 
thusiasm and he was cheered by the entire 
assemblage. He addressed the assem- 
blage, paying his respects to each of the 
opposing candidates and in closing made 
a long argument against the position taken 
by the Citizens’ Union and eriticised the 
deal between the union and the Henry 
George committee.

No social event occurring in Atlanta in 
a great while has been more discussed than 
the brilliant Peel-Kiser wedding, which was 
a perfect combination of the formal, the 
sentimental and the aesthetic.

GEORGE'S COAGHERS 
MAKE A STATEMENT 


Campaign Committee Tells Why It 
Formed the Combination. 


WILL STAND BY ACTION 


They Declare the Defeat of Tammany 
Is the Triumph of Democracy. 


RCHARD CROSER 1S ROUNDLY ROASTED’ 


Wil Fight the Tammany Crowd to the 
Last Ditch and Want All the 
Help Possible. 


New York, October 9.—After a meeting , 
of the campaign committee selected by 
Henry George had been concluded at the 
Union hotel after 11 o'clock to- 


night a statement explaining the combDina- 
tion of the George ticket, in New York 
county, with that of the Citizens’ Union, 
was made public. It says: 

“The purpose of the men associated un- 
der the name of the democracy of Thomas 
Jefferson is two fold. 

‘Primarily, they desired to elect Henry 
George mayor of Greater New York. To 
this end they will insist that every personal 
interest shall be subordinated. 

‘“Secondarily, they propose to fight with 
every weapon at their disposal the domi- 
nation of the democratic party of Greater 
New York. by whose undemocfatic forces 
of which Richard Croker is the personifi- 
cation and through the influence of which 
the party, which in its essentials should 
be a party of the people, has become, in 
New York city at any rate, the political 
weapon of the privileged classes. 

“To accomplish these purposes, cO-Opera- 
tion between the Citizens’ Union and New 
York county and the regular organization 
in Kings and Queen counties has been un- 
der consideration and to a certain extent 
accomplisied. 

“In acce,ting the nomination made al- 
ready by the democratic organizations out- 
side of New York county this committee 
has adhered to its position that it repre- 
democratic body. But it denies 
wholly the assertion that the organization 
known commoniy as Tammany hall is un- 
the domination of Richard Croker, 
either as a representative body, a democrat- 
ic organization or a political agency, to 
which any citizen of New York can entrust 
his interests in the government of the 
greater city. 

“The defeat of Tammany is the triumph 
of democracy. The defeat of Plattism is 
the triumph of that type of republicanism 
which had its origin with the men whe 
nominated Abrsham Lincoln for the pres- 
idency of the United States. 

“In uniting with the Citizens’ Union to 
defeat at one stroke Richard Croker and 
Thomas C. latt, the great body of 
voters for whom this committee speaks 
has taken the obvious course.” 


The leaders of the united democracy and 
the democratic alliance who first nominat- 
ed Henry George were furious this morning 
over their desertion by him, but the 
George leaders say these organizations 
will remain in line. A meeting held tonight » 
by members of the two organizationg to 
protest against the committee’s action did 
little but cheer Henry George. 

At a meeting of the democratic city com- 
mittee tonight Rudolph Guggenheimer, a 
millionaire lawyer, was nominated to take 
the place on the Tammany ticket vacated 
by Jacob Ruppert, Jr., nominee for pres- 
ident of the council, who resigned. 

The World's poll of voters includes 130,693 
names. VanWyck, Tammany candidate for 
mayor, is prefer¥ed by 43,148; Seth Low, 
Citizens’ Union, by 31,516; Henry George, 
Jefferson democrat, 26,619; General Tracy, 
republican, 21,391; Patrick Gleason, inde- 
pendent, 8,109.

York yesterday was 320,823.

Eaton Is the Favorite in Atlanta, Hav- 
ing Made Many Splendid Finishes 
at the Coljseum. 


Never has anything caused the talk in 
cycling circles in Atlanta that the coming 
race between Bald and Eaton has created. 
Jay Katon is a prime famorite with the peo-

There is not much doubt but tnat 
Bald will take it up, for he has the name 
of being a great sport, and Manager Prince 
says that he can safely say that Bald will 
cover all the money that Eaton will put 
up. If the bet is made it will make the 
sum to be raced for $500, all of it to go to 
the winner and not a cent will the loser 
get.

DRUNKEN MEN GET RIOTOUS

Officers Kept Busy Making Arrests 
Until a Late Hour. 
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SATURDAY NIGHT AFTER ELECTION DAY 


One Negro Stands on the Street and 
Curses Out the Police Depart- 
ment—Thirsty Citizens Wild. 


It was lively on Decatur and Peters 
streets last night. The barrooms having 
been closed all the day before on account 
of the election, the dry citizen was making 
up for lost time, and it being Saturday 
night—“flush night,’’ as the negroes cah 
it—-the police were kept busy running those 
who had imbibed whisky which contained 
sulphur and gunpowder. 

By 9 o'clock six cases had been bookea 
for fights and five cases for quarreling, 
while the simple drunkards were keeping 
up an admirable proportion. At one time a 
riot was imminent. 

Before the night had far advanced {It 
was put down one of the record breakers. 

The recorder will have Ats hands fuh 
(everything else about him having been 
full) Monday morning and afternoon. 

Nearly Caused a Riot. 

About 9 o'clock last night Early 
a dilapidated looking speciman of negro 
humanity, tried to whip a Russian Jew 
on Decatur street, and when Patrolamn 
Hewell attempted to arrest him he fough. 
like an enraged tiger. 

About 300 or 400 negroes gathered about 
the officer and his prisoner and four of 
the reserves at the police barracks and 
the call officers rushed to the scene. For 
a time it looked as if there would be a 
smal!! size riot. Several negroes had open 
Knives in their hands. 

A club had to be 
before he was brought into submission. 

Had Plenty of Money. 

Among the ‘how-come-you-so” people 
on Decatur street last night was a negro 
who gave his name as Will Hatton, ana 
he was arrested for acting in a disorder- 
ly manner. 

When ‘Hatton was searched at the police 
barracks he had something in his hand 
and refused to let the officers have it. He 
kept his hand so tightly clinched that it 
required the combined efforts of three po- 
licemen to get it open. 

While the officers struggled at the closed 
list, the negro kept crying out: 

“It’s $50 and it is all my own. I worked 
for the money hard and you ain't got any 
right to take it away from me.” 

When the hand was finally opened 
was found to contain a small bag 
the bag was $55.30. 

Hatton was under the impression that 
the policemen were trying to rob him? and 
he fought them as viciously as if a lot of 
bandits were holding him up. 

Cursed Out the Police. 

A few minutes after the threatened_riot, 
Will Jones, a half-drunk negro, stood di- 
rectly opposite the police barracks and in 
a loud tone of voice cursed the entire de- 
partment, saying that he wasn't afraid of 
all the cowardly policemen in Atlanta. 
Captain Thompson heard the negro’s curs- 
ing and ran across and arrested him. 

This caused another wild scene and two 
officers ran to the captain's assistance, 

Brought in by Wholesale. 

Just before 10 o'clock eight negroes and 
four white.men were brought in nearly all 
at one time and every case was for drunk- 
enness and disorder. 

One of the white men resisted after he 
was taken to the barracks and had to 
be taken up bodily by four officers and 
placed in a cell. 

There was not only an unusual amount 
of men drinking in the city last night, out 
it appeared that the quality of whisky was 
not the best.

Witnesses Swear Mrs. Atkinson Had 

Rights Extended by Late Husband. 

Glenville, W. Va., October 9.—The ex- 
aminations in the Atkinson trial were Te- 
sumed this morning. Charles Lynch, of 
Clarksburg, who was administrator of 
Judge Camden’s estate, was examined for 
the purpose of proving that ‘Mrs. AtKin- 
son transacted business for Judge Cam- 
den, her former husband, that her au- 
thority so to do was at all times recog- 
nized. The statement of the witness was 
favorable to the point. 

Letters bearing Judge Camden's signa- 
ture ‘heretofore introduced. by defense 
were submitted to the witness upon cross- 
examination. To one an addenda appears 
which the state sought to show had been 
written in different ink from the body. 
The answers of witness as to this matter 
left it open to doubt. 

William Ratcliff. who had known Judge 
Camden for twenty-five years and had 
purchased land from him, testified that 
Mrs. Atkinson had, with the consent and 
under authority of Judge Camden, given 
witness receipts for purchase money. 
These receipis were introduced and filed 
as evidence. Witness stated that Judge 
Camden in his life-time told witness that 
any business transacted by Mrs. Atkin- 
son. then Mrs. Camden, ‘‘was all right.” 

The defense introduced this afternoon 
several witnesses whose testimony was of 
fihe same character as that heretofore 
given. Mrs. Atkinson will go on the stand 
in her own behalf. She is reported as 
saying today that in the event of a con- 
viction, which she does not at all expect, 
she will Mot accent a pardon at the 
hands of the governor.

Nashville. Tenn., October 9.—Today in 
the chancery court a bill was filed in the 
name of the state upon the petition of 
Robert Pillow and others, citizens of Mau- 
ray and Davidson counties, asking for a 
receiver for the Cumberland Te-ephone and 
Teleghaph Company, doing bus’ness in this 
state. 

The bill charges that the company has 
misused and grossly abused its corporate 
franchises in discriminating in charges in 
favor of individuals and localities: has 
sought to crush owe. competition through 
the conspiring of its officers and directors. 
has failed to comply with the laws of the 
state, has evaded taxation and forfeited 
its charter right.

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A Plea for Old-Time Eating. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., October 6, 1897.—Edi- 
tor Constitution—The reading of your clev- 
er editorial in last Sunday’s Constitution 
on water ground meal and corn dumplings 
recalled not only pleasant memories of the 
past but also awakened. a dormant appe- 
tite which made me long for a feast of 
the old time diet sf greens, “Spot Hicker’’ 
and dumplings. I am sure I could have 
partaken of such a savory dish with some- 
thing of the zest of by-gone years. It is 
evident that you are thoroughly posted on 
what is requisite to produce in its perfec- 
tion this savory and wholesome dish so 
peculiar to the south, but we think your 
theory about water ground meal does not 
fully cover tha case, though it may be 
correct as far as it goes. 
5 One reason we think why the old fash- 
ioned Water ground meal was so popular 
was that its excellence was owing princi- 
pally to the fact that in former days the 
corn for making the meal was very care- 
fully selected and shelled by hand only, 
thus eliminating any damaged or defective 
grains. This part of the business was al- 
Ways Carefully looked after by the head 
of the family and was considered a matter 
of greatest importance. Nowadays the 
corn is generally shelled by power shellers 
with little or no care in selecting and in 
consequénce it is impossible for it to make 
the meal in question, the old pian being 
indispensable. Another reason we suggest 
is that the corn so carefully prepared and 
selected was sent to the county water mill 
to be ground between the slow revolving 
mill stones at a rate of apeed ‘that would 
drive the modern miller to despair if not 
bankruptcy, but slow as was the grinding, 
yet entirely too fast for the mill boy who 
was so industriously putting in the ‘‘wait,” 
catching minnows in the ‘tail race below 
the mill, this slow rate of grinding 
no heat was generated and none of the 
aroma of the grain lost, but was carefully 
granulated of an even texture and not as 
you intimated ‘killed’ in the grinding. 

As the grist was usually small it was 
generally soon consumed and not permitted 
tv become stale or rank. Corn meal, owing 
to its oily nature, soon becomes, rancid, es- 
pecially in warm weather, hence the diffi- 
culty of procuring the necessary kind for 
making those incomparable dumplings you 
so eloquently describe.

SATISFY THE LAW 


Robert Mims Weds His Wife To Make 
Good the Court Records. 


HAD BEEN MARRIED FIVE YEARS 


Minister Who Performed the First 
Ceremony Failed To Return License. 


THEY HASTENED TO THE GRDINARY’S OFFICE 


The Second Wedding Was Performed 
Yesterday, and Their Lawful Child 
Was One of the Witnesses. 


Five years ago Robert Mims and Mary 
Jones stood before Hymen’s altar and 
promised to love, cherish and obey each 
other until death did them part. The min- 
ister, clad in the long robes of his office, 
pronounced them man and wife and he 
was among the first to congratulate the 
happy ccuple. Yesterday this same couple 
-—now Mr. and Mrs. Mims—stood before 
the ordirary and went through with the 
Same ceremony, making the same VOws 
and listening to the words which had not 
even then pvussed from their minds. 

It was “he second marriage of this Same 
couple, thcugh there had been no divorce. 
There had been no separation, not even a 
legal ground for divorce, yet the law re- 
quired this wedding, so that their child, 
which, however, was born after the first 
wedding, might be legitimate. Never be- 
fore had a similar ceremony been conduct- 
ed under similar circumstances, and, per- 
haps, it never will occur again. 

On June 22, 1892, the first wedding oc- 
curred. It was conducted by Rev. Samuel 
Smart. Mims swore yesterday before Or- 
dinary Hulsey that he furnished the min- 
ister $10 with which to get the marriage 
license, allowing him to keep the remain- 
der as his fee for the services rendered. 
Mims and his wife rented a neat little 
cottage and have since lived together as 
man and wife, not dreaming of the storm 
cloud that was fast gathering over the lit- 
tle home. Swift the happy years went over 
,—years of blue and cloudless sky, so far 
‘as they realized. A boy blessed the union 
and he is now three years oid. 

Last week it became necessary in a cer- 
tain litigation to have a record of the Mar- 
riage and the license. An, attorney 
searched through the records in the ordli- 
nary’s office, but found no word of infor- 
mation about the wedding. The license 
had never been returned and the marriage, 
so far as the law could tell, had never been 
performed. This was why the second 
wedding was necessary and it occurred yes- 
terday. 

In the pet'tion, which was filed by Attor- 
ney Walter Andrews for Mims, the whole 
case was reviewed, giving the interesting 
facts which led up to the wedding. The 
petition stated that soon after the first 
wedding, Rev. Smart left the United 
States, going to South Africa. He has 
not heard from since his departure, 
and if he has the marriage license, it is 
too far away to be secured. 

Story of the First Wedding. 

The petition says, after giving the facts 
of the first wedding: 

‘‘In pursuance of said marriage ceremony 
and immediately thereafter and continu- 
ousiy to this gay petitioners took each 
other as lawful and wedded husband and 
wife, and have so lived in total ignorance 
of-any irregularity or misconduct upon the 
part of said Smart. Petitioners have made 
careful searcn of the office of the ordinary 
ot said county and cannot find any record 
where any license was ever issued to them 
authorizing their marriage, or where tnat 
any such license with the proper entry 
thereon of marriage has ever been returned 
to the said ordinary’s off}fce or recorded 
therein as required by law. 

‘Petitioners aver that there is either a 
mistake upon the part of the said Smart, 
or that the said Smart wickedly and felon- 
lously appropriated the money which was 
given him as heretofore stated for the pur- 
chase of said license, to his own use, and 
lied to petitioners when he stated to them 
that he had procured said license and would 
return it with the proper entry to the office 
of the ordinary of sald county. 

‘Soon after performing said ceremony, as 
heretofore stated, the said Smart removed 
to Africa, where he has been, as petitioners 
are informed and believed, ever since. 

‘‘Petitioners aver ‘that whatever may 
have been the conduct and motive of the 
said Smart, and however guilty he may 
have been or may be, in deluding petition- 
ers, that for their own part they were per- 
fectly innocent and honest, and never even 
dreamed of such a thing as that license had 
not been procured and properly returned as 
the law prescribes by the said Smart. They 
aver that, so far as was within their 
power to do, they plighted their troth, each 
to the other, in matrimony and united them- 
selves in marriage with the mutual intent 
to observe toward ‘society and each other 
those duties which result from the relation 
of husband and wife, and that in pursuance 
of such marriage, they did actually enter 
upon and fulfill those duties as fully and 
solemnly and honestly as they knew how, 
and have ever so done from: that date to 
this and intend so to do in accordance with 
their marriage vows as long as we both 
shall live.” 

The full explanation of the facts in the 
case will be spread upon the minutes of 
the court of ordinary so that the records 
will be complete and will show why the 
second wedding was necessary.

Later, assignments were drawn up by Bart- 
lett’s counsel to transfer the policies back 
to the partners. The firm of E. B. Bartlett 
& Co. paid all the premiums, amounting to 
$30,000 and after Mr. Bartlett’s déath letters 
written by him were found declaring that 
this insurance belonged to his partners: 

After Bartlett’s death his firm failed. His 
executrix collected the $100,000 insurance 
and paid it over to the assignee of the firm. 
Thereupon ‘Bartlett’s personal creditors de- 
manded that this money should be repaid 
to the executrix and they were permitted 
to bring suit in her name for the recovery 
of the money. The lower court held that 
the executrix was entitled tu the insurance 
less the premiums, and this decision has 
been affirmed by the New York court of ap- 
peals. 


Prominent insurance agents at New York 
recently criticised the methods of handling 
cotton at southern ports, complaining that 
not enough care was taken and that the 
claims were much heavier that they should 
be. It was charged that at Galvesten cot- 
ton was allowed to get wet in lightering.

High Praise for the South. 
Searcely a day passes without disclos- 
ing some fresh prceof of the fact that the 


' country at large is slowly but surely be 


ginning to appreciate the vast extent 
of our southern resourees. During tne 
past week several additional newspa- 


pers of the north and east have felt con- 
strained to speak in generous terms of 
what the south has accomplished in re- 
cent years and to applaud the enterpris- 
ing spirit evinced by this section. 

To show the drift of these expressions,

Ostensibly Great Britain’s refusal to 
become a party to the approaching con-

brcught to bear upon her during the 
past few weeks. When the idea of hold- 
ing the proposed conference was first 
discussed several months ago, Great 
Britain must have known from the very 
nature of things that both Russia and 
Japan wou'd be asked to join it; and 
yet, in spite of this implied knowledge, 
she readily consented at that time to 
become a member of the conference and 
todoallin her power to promote its ob- 
jects. Such being the case it is now 
too late for Great Britain to deliberate- 
ly retire from the conference without 
casting grave suspicions upon her own 
motives. 

But what is the real cause of Great

Mr. Kingsbury, editor ,of The Indiana 
Farmer, writes as follows from India- 
napolis, under date of October 6th: 
Constitution—Many thanks for 
your kind attention to my inquiry about 
Water ground meal. | shall publish your 
editorial, although our read@rs may think 
they have the laugh on me for sending 
down to Georgia for information on a sub- 
ject that ‘‘Hoosiers’’ ought to know all 
about. The truth is, we have scarcely any 
water mills in the state, and our grocery 
men cannot supply water ground meal. I 
am not quite satisfied with the argument 
that steam power is not as steady as that 
of water wheels. I intend to inquire of the 
matier from some old-time miller. 

As to dumplings—alas for me! I have 
neither the right kind of meal, nor the tur- 
nip greens. We cannet grow the turnip in 
late fall here. It is too cold. Respectfully,

Our friend is more than welcome to 
such information as he can find in our 
random reflections. The statement in re- 
gard to the steadiness of steam power 
Was not iniended as an argument. It 
is simply a theory which we have heard 
offered on occasion. The probability 
is that speed is the controlling factor in 
the matter, though we do not offer that 
as an argument. What we do know to a 
certainty is that steam-ground meal is 
heavy and musty when made into bread. 
its vitality seems to be destroyed. The 
meal has a musty, heated smell, even 
before it is cooked, as every experienced 
housewife Knows. 

We are surprised, however, at the in- 
formation which Editor Kingsbury gives 
us in regard to turnips. We do not un- 
derstand why he cannot grow them in 
the late fall. In this climate—and At- 
lanta is not a warm place in winter—it

is possible to get turnip greens out of |

the garden until the thermometer falls 
to twenty degrees. 
greens are a Staple vegetable diet 
nearly all the winter, but in the spring 
the turnips make haste to run to seed. 

We take pleasure in giving Editor 
Kingsbury some additional information 
on this point, accommodating our re- 
marks to the peculiarities of his c¢li- 
mate. In July, after the first soaking 
rain, soW a patch of seven-top turnips in 


feet apart. By the first of 
September at the latest he will have 


enough greens to supply his neighbors. 
Dumplings or no dumplings, turnip 
greens constitute a very healthy bill of 
fare in the fall. Without dumplings 
they are a necessity; with dumplings 
they are a luxury. What is late fall with 
us (so far as temperature is concerned)

We can understand now why so many

Their instinct is sending them here 
in search of a climate where they can 
have turnip greens as a winter diet, Pos- 
sibly not one in a hundred is aware 
of the real reason why he is coming 
southward. Some give one excuse to 
themselves, ang some another; but it 
all amounts to the same thing. In this 
matter their instinct is superior to their 
knowledge. They may not recognize 
its whisperings; they may not know 
the voice; but the fact remains. They 
are coming to the land where they can 
enjoy turnip greens and dumplings the 
long winter through. 

We give Editor Kingsbury another 
pointer in this matter. If there is some- 
thing in the soil of Indiana that pre- 
vents the growth of turnip greens in 
the early fall, he can fall back on the 
collard—the old long-legged, blue-stem 
variety. The only difficulty in the way 
of this is in getting the seed. Seedsmen 
at the north have somehow conceivea 
the idea that thev can produce their own 
collard seed. They could 
course, if thev had the soil and the cli- 
mate: but lacking these, they lack every- 
thing; and the result of their experi- 
ments is a debauched and deformed veg- 
etable which is neither cabbage nor col- 
lard.

The Independent, of New York, is in- 
clined to resent the fact that the citi- 
zens of Alton, IIl., have built a separate 
school building for the negro children. 
lor some time the children of both races 
have been attending the same schools, 
but the whites have determined to bring 
about a change, and so have put up a 
separate building for the exclusive use 
of the negro pupils. 

Commenting on the fact, The Independ- 
ent remarks that at Alton Owen Love- 
joy was murdered for publishing an 
anti-slavery sheet. This is what it says: 


The city of Alton, Tl, is that in which 
Owen Lovejoy was murdered for publishing 
an anti-slaverm sheet. The o!d spirit has 
not been entirely corrected, even though 
streets have been named after Lincoln and 
other men distinguished for their attitude 
toward the liberation of the slaves. It is 
a very curious resurrection of this old color 
prejudice which we see in that city where 
a Separate school building has been erected 
for the negro children, and the authorities 
of the city are attempting, by the use of the 
police foree, to prevent colored parents 
from bringing their children to the schools 
they have hitherto attended, and to compel 
them to attend this new school. Of course 
they resist, and of course rightfully. What 
is good enough for the white people is good 
enough for them; they want no separate 
accommodation. Accordingly they will ap- 
peal to the courts of the state for protec- 
tion against this invidious and, as they be- 
lieve, unlawful discrimination against them. 
It is a miserable recrudescence of a dying 
injustice which has been allowed to go so 
far in Alton as to build a separate school 
for children just because their skin is burn- 
ed by the sun.

The city executive committee has decided 
that Mr. Adair is entitled to the nomination 
on the face of the returns, and the com- 
mittee will go no further back than that 
to ascertain If the count was correct. 
There was talk of recounting the ballots, 
but after a discussion of the question In 
the committee it was decided not to open 
the ballot boxes. 

The settlement of this question removed 
all doubt from the issues of the primary. 
There was no further contest or trouble, 
and the result of the election was de- 
clared to be substantially as shown inf 
The Constitution yesterday. There were 
only one or two minor errors in tne table 
of the vote, and they amount to Little 
in the end. 

The executive committee assembled at 
noon in the council chamber. Mr. I’rank 
P. Rice, chairman of the committee, cal:ed 
the body to order and there was nearly a 
full membership present. Mr. Walter Tay- 
lor was requested to act as secretary and 
Mr. W. H. Patterson kept tally of the re- 
turns, using the table of the vote in The 
Constitution yesterday to check by. The 
only changes made in the official count 
of the returns were as follows: 

It was found that in the fifth ward Mr. 
Malvern Hill, candidate for council in the 
seventh ward, received only 244 votes, in- 
stead of 344 as announced in the returns 
Friday night.. This increases Captain Do- 
zier’s majority to 422 in all the wards. 

An error of one vote in the third ward 
cuts Colonel W. 8S. Thomson’s vote down 
one, making his majority in the city 1,329. 

The same is true of the count cf Mr. 
James L. Mavyson’s vote in the seventh 
ward. He received 144 votes in’ that ward 
instead of 145, making his majority over 
Mr. Haas fur alderman from the south 
side 1,427. , 

Letter from Mr. Boynton. 

When the committee got ready for bus- 
iness Captain W. H. Brotherton moved 
that it proceed with the reception of the 
returns and the consolidation of the vote. 
Mr. C. G. Hannah arose and stated that he 
desired to read a communication from Mr. 
H. A. Boynton, candidate for council trom 
the second ward, before the returns were 
opened. It was decided to go ahead with 
the returns and declaration of the result, 
except in the second .ward. After that 
work had been completed Mr. Hannah was 
again recognized and he read the follow- 
ing letter: 

“Atlanta, Ga., October 9, 1897.—To the 
City Executive Committee, Atlanta. Gen- 
tlemen: Having been a candidate for coun- 
cilman from the second ward and having 
reason to believe that errors. were com- 
mitted in the count of ballots in yesterday’s 
pr.mary for the candidates of the second 
ward, I respectfully ask of your cgmmtitee 
that you recount the ballots of the second 
and all other wards of the city as between 
myseif and my opponent, G. B. Adair.

DRIES UPTHE WORLD 


Slowly but Surely All Signs of Rain 
Have Disappeared. 


BURNING HEAT EVERYWHERE 


Ths Dry Weather Is General Over 
America. 


TOO LATE TO DO ANY SERIOUS DAMIG: 


Crops Were Nearly Made When the 
Drought Was First Felt—Rains 
Grow Less Each Year.

Startling as it 
vanced three months 
was slowly drying up has 
basis. 

An arid desert parched by a burning sun 
is the picture that is painted by the facts 
and figures upon which we base our fu- 
tures. For forty years the rainfall has been 
eradually decreasing, and for eight 
years the decrease hes been ex- 
ceedingly rapid and in that short period 
of time the annual precipitation of water 
has decreased almost one-half. 

For nearly fifty long days a terrible 
drought has been scorching and drying the 
richest and most fertile sections of Amer- 
ica. Only a few favored sections have had 
rain. Atlanta has been blessed as much 
as the majority of her sister cities and even 
this prosperous city is several months be- 
hind on rainfall. 

Stretching from one side of America to 
the other is the vast country that is being 
blighted by the burning hand of a pitiless, 
endless drought. Cattle are dying in some 
sections and in others crops have been 
ruined. Fortunately the majority of the 
country had grown good crops before the 
shriveling terror came and breathed its 
heated breath over'the land. 

Nearly eleven inches of water that should 
have fallen here by this time has not fallen. 
The norma! rainfall up to the Ist of Sep- 
tember ts 42.59 inches of water. Of this 
normal supply only 32.17 tnches have fallen, 
leaving us 10.42 inches behind on the first 
seven months of this year. If the present 
ratio continues for the remainder of the 
year we will close the year a little over 
thirteen inches behind. 

Add this thirteen inches to the accumu- 
lated deficiency of 61.34 inches for the past 
eight years and we will be about 75 inches 
behind for the last eight years. Now 75 
inches is more than has fallen in the last 
two years. So it can easily be seen that we 
are now fully two years behind, assuming 
that there was no deficiency before 1888. 

The drought now is general and extends 
all over the United States. -Only a few sec- 
tions have had any rain. 

What is worse, 
any relief from the long dry spell.

He Is a Milkman and Was Unaccustomed 
to the City’s Busy Life.

he was born neither rich nor lucky. 

Thomas the driver of a milk wagon 
and in following his vocation he has never 
had opportunity to learn to dodge bicy- 
cles and trolley cars. It was always his 
duty to drive the horse, ring the big bell 
and fill the empty pitchers which the hovse 
maids held up to the flowing milk faucet. 
Several days ago he had occasion to leave 
his milk wagon and cross Pryor street. 
Before he realized his danger he was run 
down by a bicyelist and went sprawling 
upon the pavement. He fell across the 
tracks of the trolley car and _ before. he 
could extricate himself, he says, he was 
struck by a trolley car which imperiled his 
life. He tells the story of his morning’s ex- 
citing adventure in a racy suit for dam- 
ages, which he yesterday filed against the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany. 

Although he was badly injured, he says, 
he does not fail to see the ridiculous. He 
says when the bicycle came upon him, it 
came so quickly and so silently that he 
Knew not that he was in peril. Thomas 
and his milk were overturned ana the 
wheelman rode on down the street, look- 
ing back at the wreck and spilled milk. 

Thomas believes it never rains but that 
it does not storm. Unfortunately, he fell 
across the car tracks and, he says, he was 
in exquisite tortue when he saw a trolley 
car speeding down the grade toward him. 
He could not extricate nimself from the 
position in which he lay, save by lying 
back upon his head and shoulders ana 
lifting his legs high in the air, hoping 
that the car would either stop or pass him 
by unseathed. He says the motorman could 
have stopped the car, but did not do 
and the running board of the car whizzed 
past, catching his extended legs and drag- 
ging him over the pavement at a high rate 
of speed for one in his position. He says 
the n.otorman did not stop the car until a 
passenger, looking down, saw a man being 
dragged along the vitrified br-ck.

Ruling Price on the Streets Was from 
5 3-4c to 6c—September Sun

Cotton sold on the streets of Atlanta yes- 
terday at 6 cents, the ruling price rang- 
ing from 6% to 6 cents. 

The receipts for the day by wagons were 
estimated at 20 bales and by cars at 2,000. 
The cotton buyers have about decided that 
the crop this year has reached the num- 
ber of bales délivered locally for the same 
period last year, although the crop was 
not quite so early. 

The following statement, furnished by 
Mr. W. H. Beatty, of the cotton firm of 
E. 8S. Ehney & Co.. sums up the situation, 
both in Atianta and throughout the south, 
giving the ruling prices that have been 
paid and the receipts for Atlanta. Up to 
the present, it is estimated that Atlanta 
has received between 45,000 and 48,000 bales 
this season. Mr. Beatty's interview is as 
follows: 

“In the late summer it was generally 
conceded that the crop of ‘9-93 was not 
less than fifteen days late as compared 
with the crop of ‘96-97. which, however, 
was an exceptionally early one. Tris late- 
ness continued up until after early receipts 
began to ayspear, late August and early 
September, whereupon, due to the unprece- 
dented hot and dry weather it gradualiy 
disappeared until now about the seventh 
harvest week the condition of the plant as 
regards maturity {s hardly perceptibly be- 
hind last season, and the movemeni since 
the 15th ultimo in our section, where quar- 
antine restrictions are merely nominakh 
has assumed proportions sapproximately 
in keeping with current crop cstimaies.

CRISIS NOW IN ACUTE STAGE 


Prince Hohenlohe Demands Military 
Reform Bill, but Opposes Naval. 
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RESIGNATION BEEN TENDERED FOUR TIMES

Government and Press Unite in the 
Demand for a Levy of a Larger 
Fleet—May Cause Changes.

Berlin, October 9—In <¢pite of the semi- 
official denials, the relations between the 
imperial chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe and 
Emperor William are very strained. 

The prince hes made his remining in office 
for another brief spell contingent upon iwo 
ihings—the presentation to the reichstag 
of the military trial reform bill and no 
new taxes for purposes of !arger navul 
operations. The bill for reform and un.fi- 
cation of the military penal code is still 
hanging fire, in spite of the chancellor's 
declaration in the reichstag in 18% that he 
would stand or fall with that measure and 
the emperor’s strong objection to publitity 
in the case of military trials remains un- 
changed. 

As to new taxes for increasing Ul.e 
strength of the fleet, The North German 
Gazette points out that it is significant that 
the government and all of the conservative 
newspapers are dwelling upon the absoglute 
necessity for such taxes. 

The Post affirms that beer will be tixed 
higher and that the import duty on cereals 
will be raised to 3 marks per ton, which 
together would vieid the government an 
extra revenue of at ieast fifty million 
marks. 

The Volks Zeitung says the chancellor 
this week offered to resign for the fourth 
time, and that the chancellorship cris:s is 
now in an acute state. The Cologne Guzetle 
corroborates this and adds: 

“It is certain that if Prince Hohenlohe 
is in office at the opening of the reichstag 
and has to confess nis inability to Keep 
his promise to present the military retorm 
bill, the reichstag wiil at once vote want 
of confidence in the government. An agree- 
ment to this effect was made during the 
present week by the leaders of the parties 
constituting the majority.”’ 

Emperor Is Displeased, Too. 
The Frankfurter Zeitung asserts 
tively thar no understanding ‘has 
reached with the emperor regarding 
military reform bill, and it is aiso 
his majesty has been trying for monhs 
to find a suitable successor to Prince 
Hohenlohe. It appears, however, all his 
attempts in tnis direction, especially 
among the princes of reigning houses and 
other men of similar rank with Prince 
Hehenlohe, have been fruitiess. 

Prince Bismarck has rejgeatediy been 
appealed to to express himself on. the

In spite of the French Ballons @’ Essai, 
Suggesting a European coalition to turn 
Great Britain out of Egypt, the evacuation 
of that ccuntry by British troops was prob- 
ably never so remote as it is now. indecd, 
signs point to the possible deposition of the 
khedive of Egypt, whose attitude lately 
has not been as submissive as the British 
agent and minister plenipotentiary, Lord 
Cromer, desires, in which event the British 
protectorate will inevicably foliow. 

Russja, it is said, has effectually snubbed 
the French efforts to make the Egyptian 
question a European one. 

The difficulties in West Africa between 
the British and the French, which were 
foreshadowed in dispatches to the Associ- 
ated Press on October 2d, and which have 
teen brewing 1X89, are assuming 
ca<finite form. The'French expedition, con- 
fisiing of 500 soldiers and 2,000 carriers, has 
Started from Porto Novo, on the coast cf 
Dahomey, tor Mikki, whence it preceeds 
to the Hirterlan® o7 Lazos. 

Tne French offic.ais are said to have 
pressed natives of Lagos and their canoes 
into the service of the expedition. 
€0s is a british colony, this action upon 
the part of the Frenen is not likely ‘o 
pass without strong protests. Thus far 
the marquis of Salisoury has not shown a 
Sign of yiekling an iota the British 
claims in the Hinterland, and the authori- 
ties at Lagos have been preparing for some 
time past to circumvent the rene) plans, 
They have already numerous 
forcements of troops and :runboats’to the 
front, and on i’riday they ordered ‘aptain 
Frederick Lugart, a thoroughly experienc- 
ed officer of the Roya! Niger company; to 
@€o to the front. All the steamers from 
Liverpool to the west coast of Africa are 
taking officers, troops and large quantities 
of munitions of war. 

France May Swallow Siam. 

In addit.on io this attempt at colonia} 
expansion upon the pari of the French in 
west Africa, France is apparentiy prepar- 
ing to swallow the kingdom of Siam. The 
Temnvs, the organ of the French foreign 
office, enumerates the points in dispute 
with Siam in such a manner as to lead 
to the belief that the French governmearc 
intends to try and force Siam into vassal- 
unless Great Kritain intervenes. 

An American dip!omat who has just ar- 
rived here from Madrid says the condi- 
tion of Spain is even worse than the cor- 
respondents depict. Whoever sent to 
Cuba, he adds, will attempt to buy off the 
insurgent leaders. ‘he diplomat ftrtcher 
Says that the Spanish government is 
hard pressed for money that it is attempt- 
ing to sell all the public lands and build- 
ings that can possibly be spared. Not 
onity have the soldiers been unpaid since 
last March, but the pension lists are in 
arrears. 

All social intercourse between the Amer- 
ican minister at Madrid and the Spanish 
‘officiais and the diplomatic corps had been 
fuspended for more than a year. This was 
partiy due to the fact that Hannis Taylor, 
the former United States minister. to 
Spain, was a persona frata to most 
of the members of the diplomatic corps. 
For eighteen months Mr. Taylor had not 
been on speaking terms with the French 
and ambassadors and with tne

of guests at a reception given by the am- 
bassador, 
There is no indication of an 
ment in the engineering strike.

HAND IN HAND 
THE HOSTILES MET 


Federal Veteran Who Is Greeted by a 
Confederate Comrade. 


CAPTOR AND CAPTIVE MEET 


They Proceed To Recapture Each 
Other in Peace. 


KOW WALDRON FELL INTO ZALL’S HANDS 


Aftermath During the Great Confede- 
rate Reunion in Richmond—After 
33 Years They Meet Again. 


Sentimental reunions between men who 
fought together years ago side by side 
have become a matter of ordinary occur- 
rence and do nat possess the interest 
they once did for the new generation. It 
now requires sOme incident which boasts 
the attribute of novelty to enlist atten- 
tion. Such a one is related of two sol- 
diers in the late civil war, and which 
bears the impress of uniqueness, since 
they were not comrades, but enemies. 

People at all conversant with history 
will have no difficulty in recalling the 
feree fighting which occurred arourd 
Chancellorsviile, Va., in May, 1863¢ The 
armies of Hooker and Lee were ‘inter- 
twined in a deadly grapple and the third 
day of the engagement takes pr cedence 
as one of the bloodiest and most stub- 
bornly ccntested. Conspicuous for its ag- 
gressiveness in the stirring events of the 
day was Company F, of the Twenty-nintn 
Ohio regiment of volunteers. Whenever 
the line wavered and receded they threw 
themselves into the breach and struggled 
like demons to regain the lost advan- 
tae®r. 

As night began to fall Sergearit C. F. 
Waldron, of Company F, found himself 
entangled and separated from his men. 
Striving to force his way out, he was 
confronted by a sergeant of Company F., 
Fourth Virginia cavalry, into which he 
had found his way, and ordered to sur- 
render. 

At the third summons Sergeant Waldron, 
abandoning hope of rescue, laid down his 
arms and placed himself in the care of 
his captor. A mutual introduction ensued 
and Mr. Waldron discovered that he had 
given himself up to a Virginian by the 
name of W. R. Hall. It happened that 
both were men of education and intelli- 
wence and they spent several pleasant 
hours in each other’s society, swapping 
news and anecdotes and forming an ac- 
quaintance. They were unusually conge- 
nial, and when the summons came for 
the Virginian’s regiment to move forward 
and for Mr. Waldron to prepare himself 
for the journey to Libby prison, the men 
parted regretfully, Knowiug full well the 
vicissitudes of war and not daring to 
cherish a hope of renewing the warm 
friendship at its close. 

Bighteen months ago former Sergeant 
Waldron wrote a description of this inci- 
dent to The Confederate Veteran, and in 
a short while was most agreeably sur- 
prised to receive a letter from Mr. Hall. 


} of Flowers 


A lengthy correspondence followed and 
identification completely established. Mr. 
Waldron, who now resides in Wolaka. 
Fla., where he has been a postmaster and 
is now a prominent citizen, learned that 
his captor had married and was living 
in Richomnd. Memories of old times re- 
vived, and anxious to once again behold 
each other and recount past expériences. 
Mr. Hall extended a pressing invitation 
to Mr. Waldron and his wife to visit 
Richmond during the great confederate 
reunion in 189, which was accepted. 

The visitors arrived in due time and as 
the carriage drew up to the entrance of 
the Hall residence Mr. Waldron confesses 
that peculiar feelings took possession of 
him. Ex-Sergeant Hall was. sitting on 
the porch and as the carriage stopped 
hastened down ithe waik to greet his 
guests. The meeting between the two men 
‘was warm and  0»pathetic. They firmly 
grasped each other’s hand and the eyes 
of each earnestly scrutinized the face of 
his fellow in an effort to trace the work 
that had been wrought by the hand of 
time. Recognition. was immediate and 
the two men who had met in the heat 
of deadly combat now embraced in the 
fervor of brotherly love. Mr. Waldron 
and his wife were welcomed as old 
friends by the Hall family ‘and tasted 
the genuine delights of soythern hospi- 
tality. 

Richmond at that time was thronged 
with enthusiastic veterans from every 
portion of the country and from among 
every class of life. Mr. Hall's acquaint- 
ance with these men was extensive and 
he introduced Mr. Waldron to them, re- 
lating the incident which had served as a 
bond between and bespeaking their cour- 
tesy. In the words of Mr. Waldron, he 
‘never spent a more pleasant time than 
that which he passed with those confed- 
erate veterans. They were men of ster- 
ling character and every one of them 
now union men, but they could tell anee- 
dotes of the war and speak as reverently 
of the old south as if they themselves 
were the conquerors met together to re- 
count victories. They were ceriainiy as 
brave as our own men and believed just 
as honestly in their cause we did in 
curs. This reunion served!to show me 
the most lovable side of their char- 
acter, and to make me rejoice that the 
war had at least resulted in our retaining 
the citizenship of so loyal and sturdy a 
class of men.”’ 

Mr. Waldron visited the site of Libby 
prison and there recounted his experiences 
within its walls to many who were his 
former foes. Altogether he felt that he 
was broadened and benefited by the view 
which he obtained of “the other side’”’ 
and the visit resulted In cementing closer 
the near relations between him and his 
captor. 

He speaks of Mr. 
southerner, and of his military record in 
language that is glowing. He says that 
‘Mr. Hall now carries an ounce bullet 
in his body which he received at Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., and that he himself will 
never cease to thank the providence that 
gave him such a valuable and dear friend. 

He has exac'ed a promise from the 
entire Haltl family to visit him in his 
Florida home next winter, and when his 
visitors arrive he expects to initiate them 
fully into the delights of life in the Land 
and to reciprocate the hospi- 
tality of which he was the recipient in 
Richmond. 

This is a simple and ungarnished 
dent, and as it is ‘but one of many 
which could truthfully be told, it is the 
hope of every true veteran, whether he 
wore the blue or the gray, that such 
events will lessen the fast decreasing gap 
between two sections. 

Sergeant Waldron is a brother of Mr.

‘pressing Causes. On all sides we hear 


the opinion freely expressed that there 
may be a great advance in cotton later 


in the geason, but that a decline must 
surely come first, and that it is useless 
and unwise to attempt to bull the market 
until a greater proportion of the crop 
shall have been marketed. 

It seems to us, however, that the rush 
of cotton sure to follow the lifting of 
Quarantines is having its effect upon the 
market now. and that when it actually 
comes we will find it has been discounted. 
The facts that present Themselves in a 
view of the situation now appear almost 
evenly balanced for and against the muar- 
ket. The determining elcrrent, then, must 
be the size of this crop—a thing about 
which no one at present can speak with 
knowledge. We believe that the chances 
for the crop to be a record-breaker have 
disappeared.

Atlanta, October 9.—The Liverpool market 
‘Was not quite as strong today as antici- 
pated, futures there closing 4o point lower 
than yesterday. New York opened at a 
Tange of 1@3 points under yesterday’s close. 
The opening was the lowest point for the 
day, the market gradually gaining strength 
under fair buying orders, closing at the 
highest point for the day, with a gain of 
about 5@6 points over yesterday’s close. 
The moderate receipts from the plantations 
would indicate*’a continued moderate port 
movement next week at least, and unless 
receipts soon assume larger proportions 
ithere must of necessity develop a tenden- 
‘cy on the part of the trade to reduce crop 
estimates. Messrs. Hopkins, Dwight & 
Co. published today a forecast, based upon 
replies received from over 200 correspond- 
ents, which indicate a crop of 9,347,000 bales. 
In view of small supplies carried over from 
laSt season it is apparent to all that unless 
the yield exceeds the above figures consid- 
erably, current prices will later on be found 
to be decidedly low. The above-mentioned 
report had practically no effect upon prices, 
inasmuch as the trade is not yet Willing to 
admit that the conditions justify a modifi- 
cation of the views previously entertained 
fegarding crop possibilities. The course of 
the market today has been altogether sat- 
isfactory to the holders of cotton. While 
the market has been narrow, with no spe- 
cial feature, a very firm undertone has 
characterized the trading since the opening. 
There was no pressure to sell, while on 
the other hand the trade was rather Gis- 
posed to support the market, in anticipa- 
tion of a‘ bullish bureau report on Monday. 
New Orleans expects Monday 10,00) to 12,000 
bales, against 23,943 last year; Houston, 8,000 
to 9,000 bales, against 12,946 last year. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 9.—From Europe the 
advices were disappointing, but our market 
Was more disposed to look favorably upon 
cotton at present prices. They are im- 
pressed with the poor crop advices coming 
to hand from the south. The trade exvécts 
a bureau condition of 73, which is rather 
larger than our idea of 70. As the market 
has shown an unexpected steadiness dur- 
Ing the past two weeks, the tendency 
among local traders has been to look for 
further improvement, and the short inter- 
est has been greatly reduced.

New York, October 9.—The bears renew: 
ed their raid on the market to such good 
eecotnt that few stocks huve escaped with 
less than a polnt net loss.

ordinary dullness has led many to suppose 
that the tear campaign had come to an 
end, and that the market would probably 
Sink into inpanimation for a long time. The 
usual end-week covering of short contracts 
Was expected to stiffen. prices slightly. 
Quite the coutrary occurred. Priees did 
improve a fraction ip the first hour on a 
very light velume of dealings. But weak- 
ness developed in Chicago Gas and checked 
the rise The room traders’ soon after- 
wards detected felling by houses’ with 
Weshington connections, and bears gelzed 
upon this as proof of inside information 
of a mysterious something impending in 
Washington that might play havoe with 
values when {t becomes krown. What the 
mysterious something was, wes not dis- 
Closed. The stock market is pecullarly sen- 
Sitive to intiumations from Washington at 
this time cwing to a conviction in many 
minds that it is only a question of time 
when the Cuban question shall lead to a 
rupture with Spain. Much stress is laid 
also by traders in stocks upon the pending 
decision of the supreme court, upon the 
Nebraska inaximum freight rate case and 
the case sgainst the joint traffle associa- 
tien. The market was evidently unprotect- 
ed by supporting orders, and the aggressive 
short seling by the bears led to rapid de- 
clines in light transactions. Only two 
stccks in the list show sales as high as 
10.0. shares. These are Chicago Gas and 
Burlington. Chicago Gas, Omaha, Manhat- 
tin. Misscvuri Pacific and Burlington were 
conspicv:icus in the decline. Consolidated 
Gis fuectuated in its characteristic way, 
breaking 9% points at-one time, but ending 
With a tccovery of 3 points.

Probably a superficial review of the week- 
ly statement of the New York clearing 
house banks had something to do with to- 
day’s selling movement of stocks. The 
professional trader usually accepts a de- 
crease in the surplus reserve as a specific 
admonition to sell. Today’s decrease of 
$2.064,900 in that item was, tn fact, some- 
thing of a surprise, in view of the rather 
strenuous efforts by the banks in the last 
two weeks to prevent a further shrink- 
age in the surplus. But the small decrease 
in loans reported this week—$262,300—-indi- 
cutes that the banking authorities view 
with equanimity the decline in their re- 
serve surplus, confident in the strengthen- 
ing force of the $6,350,000 in gold now in 
transit to New York from England and 
France. The gold arrivals of the week re- 


flected an increase in specie of $1,583,400, 


but are more than offset by the decrease in 
legal tender of $4,202,300. The demand for

RESERVE SHRINKING 


Heavy Decrease in That Item the Past 
Week Unlooked For. 


LEGAL TENDERS DECREASE 


Loans Decrease Represents Rather Par- 
adoxically a Better Business Con- 
‘dition—Money Won’t Cheapen. 


New York, October 9.—The Financier 
Says: The statement of the associated 
banks of New York city for the week efid- 
ing October 9th shows a material reduction 
in cash, the reserve having decreased over 
two million dollars, all of which apparently 
has gone to the interior. The money lost 
seems to reflect the actual shipments, al- 
though the ‘statement is complicated by 
the adjustment of October settlements 
which have been going on during the week. 
The decrease in loans is to be attributed 
to stock exchange liquidation, since the 
market for commercial paper and time 
loans has been more and more active of late 
and a great deal of new business has been 
doing in these lines. Some of the banks, 
in fact, have withdrawn their call money 
for the purpose of putting it into mercantile 
paper. The reduction in the loan item, 
therefore, represents rather paradoxically 
a ‘better business condition. The banks ap- 
parently have accepted prevailing rates- as 
the maximum, and are taking advantage 
of them on the theory that heavy gold 
imports will prevent anything like a strin- 
géncy in the market. The heavy decrease 
in the reserve was unlooked for, but it is 
to be observed that specie receipts are 
already supplying the heavy drain of money 
incidenial to the interior movement. The 
gain in gold was made up from receipts at 
this port and from San Francisco, and 
counteracted in part the loss in legals Which 
the banks report. As the specie now on 
the water and engaged for shipment from 
Europe amounts to $6,350,000, further losses 
in cash will be replenished easily, and the 
outlook becomes much brighter. The inter- 
national shifting of funds is now working 


automatically, and the volume will be de-. 


termined largely by money conditions pre- 
vailing here. While there will be no really 
cheap money, it is yet difficult to see how 
there can be an actual stringency at any 
time this year. As the gold due to arrive 
will not figure in next week’s bank state- 
ment, it would not be surprising if a. 
further loss in the reserve is noted at that 
time.

This is caused principally from the fact 
that all steamers arriving from infected 
points are not allowed to land or dis- 
charge their cargo either at Mobile or 
New Orleans. 

Apples are being freely handled both by 
the buyer and seller and the prices being 
ebtasmed are satisfactory in every re- 
spect. 

Eggs are at a standstill with slight re- 
ceipts and small consumption. 

This week closes with butter holding its 
own as to price and demand. 

Live poultry is searce, the arrivals for 
the past ten days having been very light. 
All receipts are being quckly disposed of, 
there being nothing like a supply. 

Irish potatoes are arriving in fine condi- 
tion, the stock being large and fine in 
every particular.

The Brotherhood of St. Andrew is unlike 
any other religious organizations of young 
men save one, and that one is the Brother- 
hood of Andrew and Philip, which was 
patterned after the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew, and is found in the Presbyterian 
and Reformed churches. This , peculiarity 
consists in its being confined to men who 
actually work—those who serve a probation 
becoming full members—and fn rigidly ex- 
cluding all social features. The latter of 
these, being unusval, the general secretary 
of the brotherhood in the United States, 
Mr. John W. Wood, was asked its policy, 
and how, with social and amusement fea- 
tures, so common in church bodies, elim- 
inated, the interest is maintained in the 
brotherhood. He said: 

“The Brotherhood of St. 
formed on wholly spiritual HMnes. It de- 
liberately excludes the so-called social 
element. Its sole object is the spread of 
the kingdom of God among men. Its mem- 
bers seek to attain that object in two gen- 
eral ways—by daily prayer and by weekly 
effort to influence at least one other man 
for good. Of these general rules, and par- 
ficularly the rule of service, expression is 
found in many ways, depending upon the 
circumstances of the men who apply them. 
The brotherhood exists for work on behalf 
of others. not for the amusement of its 
own members, or even of other people. It 
believes that the best work for God will 
be done by men who openly acknowledge 
that they are working, and do not try to 
sugar coat religion by giving. suppers, or 
shows, or fairs, or picnics.

which hard work always makes to real 
men. The man who is daily doing different 
things in his business or professional life 
has no desire to do petty things in his 
religious life and then be lauded as a 
church worker. The work itself is the 
means of sustaining interest in itself. It 
does not follow that lack of interest or 
lack of enthusiasm is unknown in the 
brotherhood. We know all about them. 
But we have tried to discover any artificial 
method for overcoming them. We have 
Simply said: 

‘ *Herésis a man’s work to be done. Will 
you do it?’ 

“And then to the man who has under- 
taken the work we point out the help to 
be gained by association with other men 
who are doing the same work, and above 
all the strength which is to be gained 
from frequent and regular communion. 
Since the work of the brotherhood 1s 
spiritual, real interest in it can oniy be 
maintained by supernatural means of grace. 

“One very infiuential element in the life 
of the brotherhood is the annual conven- 
tion. This is as much unlike the tradi- 
tional convention as possible. There is 
none of the holiday air about it; there are 
ho parliamentary tactics, and what busi- 
ress is transacted is promptly dispatched. 
It is rather a time for growth in the 
spiritual life and for gaining new ideas for 
For instance, the international cun- 
vention, which meets rext week in Buffalo, 
begins with the three hours’ devotional 
service, conducted by Canon Gore. One 
evening will be given to devotional service 
in preparation for the holy communion, and 
the h.ghest act of the convention will be 
the corporate celebration of the holy com- 
munion early the following morning.

Something To [lake for Mother. 


A very attractive as well as an odd piece 
of furniture is shown in the iliustration, 
and while it is someting that any smart 
hoy can make with a few simple tools, and 
of inexpensive materials, it has the appear- 
ance of an oriental stool. both in shape and 
manner of decoration. 

‘Nhe majority of the oriental piceas, 
however, serve but the one purpose, that of 
a smal) ‘table, while this is adapted to at 
least two. 

In the illustration the cover is shown in 
a raised position. disclosing pockets in the 
interior of the ineclosure formed by the six 
sides. In these pockets shoes, rubbers and 
slippers may be kept in neat order, where 
they can always be found just where they 
have been placed, instead of anywhere at 
the bottom of a closet. 

To make this tabourette, obtain six pieces 
of pine board each twenty-four inches tong 
amd seven inches wide, and another piece 
about fourteen inches square. 

These boards should be not less than 
three-quarters of an inch thick and planed 
on beth sides. 

From a piece of cardboard cut a pattern 
to conform to the shape of the bottom of 
each side, and lay it in the proper place 
at one end of each board in turn. 

‘Mark the board around it with a soft 
lead pencil and then with a compass saw 
cut on the line so the piece of wood corre- 
sponding to the size and shape of the pate 
tern will be cut away. 

With a plane, bevel cach -s'de of the 
boards so they will all fit together, edge 
to edge, and with giue and slim steel wire 
nails attach them securely together. 

From a piece of board cut a bottom to 
fit snugly inside the inclosure and fasten 
it in place just above the openings at the 
lower ends of the sides, by driving steel 
wire nails through the skles and into the 
edges of the wood boitorm. 

From the larsce plece of wood cut a hex- 
an inch over the 
sdes all around, and provide it with twe 
hinges attached to one side, that can be 
screwed fast to the top of one of the sides ; 
of the body or receptacle. < 

Upho'tster this top with curled hair and 
denim of some desirable color, and catch 
it all around the edges’ with large, oval- 
headed tacks that may be driven through 
a gimp band to hide the raw edges of the 
material. 

The entire outside of the tabourette is 
to be covered with the denim and held in 
place with oval-headed brass upholsterer’s 
tacks, having heads three-cighths of an 2 
inch in diameter.

The tacks should be employed as they 
affored a means of decora¥ion quite as 
well as to hold the fabric in place, and 
if they can be had with lacquered heads 
they will retain their brightness much 
longer than of plain brass. 

Pockets of denim can be made and 
tacked fast to the inside of each, and 
they should be made full) enough to re- 
ceive a pair of shoes nicely. The pattern

SEVERAL TIMES BURIED. 


The Remains of South Carolina’s Great 
Son, John Calhoun, Twice Exhumed. 


A correspondent of The Charleston 
News and Courier says: 

“In the ‘City Year Book’ for 1896 ap- 
pears a historical account of St. Philip's 


church, by General McGrady, of this city, 
in which he makes mention of the remov- 
al of the remains of Mr. Calhoun from 
the tomb in the Western cemetery to_a 
place in the rear of the church. In this 
connection, perhaps, it wjll interest some 
of your many readers to know how and 
when said bur:al took place. The Sunday 
following the occupancy of Morris island 
by the federal forces I was approached 
in the churchyard of old St. Philip’s by 
Messrs. H. and KR. N. Gourdin. The lat- 
ter desired to know from me whether I 
could Keep a secret. My reply was that 
I could and would, if I promised to do so. 
He then informed me that the desire was 
to remove Mr. Calhoun’s remains to a 
place of .secrecy. We then proceedal to 
select such a place. Having uone this, it 
was agreed that at midnight we would 
meet to do the work. Agreeable to the 
same, I repaired to the Western cemetery 
at the hour agreed upon, and there I 
met the Messrs. Gourdin and Messrs. E. 
P. and Adam Milliken, and my esteemed 
friend, Mr. R. lL. Deas, then sexton of 
the French Protestant cHurch, and also. 
in the employ of the Messrs. CGourdin. 
After waiting a while Mr. White, the 
Stonemason of Meeting Street, arrived 
with a force of hands, all colored, to re- 
move the slab from the tomb. This being 
done, the hands were dismissed. Mr. J. 
B. PRP. Alley, an undertaker of that day 
and time, furnished a new wooden case 
to put the casket in, which was of the 
Fiske make and perfectly all right, for 
the tomb was fuil of water and the casket 
floating. The remains were conveyed to 
the vestibule of the church and put under 
the staircase to the south of the vestibule.

“On Monday night about 1 o’clock the 
following party met for. thé purpose of 
burying the remains: Messrs. H. and R. 
N. Goutrdin, E. P. and'A. Milliken, R. 
lL. Deas and the writer. The remains 
were taken to a spot in the rear of tne 
church and. immediately at the foot of 
the grave of Mrs. James Welsman, wife 
‘of the late Captain Welsman. ‘he grave 
was dug during the day and left by the 
digger, who never knew for whom the 
grave Was made. No mound was made, 
amd everyihing was conlidcd to those 


present, al! of whom are now 
the writer, 

“In 1870 I resigned the sextonship of St. 
Philip’s, after serving that congregation 
from 1856 to 1870 in the humbie, but 
spectable, position of a doorkeeper. Be- 
fore leaving the chureh 1] was requested 
to superintend the digging up of Mr. Cal- 
houn’s remains and the placing of 
back in the tomb from which they 
taken. This was my last official 
sexton of old St. Philip's. 

“What I have stated is true and should 
be given a part of the history of the 
disposition of ‘Mr, Calhoun’s remains, and 
it is placed at your disposal.

How Caterpillars Fight. 


The caterpillar of the puss mioth, quite 
a common insect in this country, has a 
most effective way of defending itself, and 
may prove, as we shall presently see, dan- 
gerous even to thuman beings.

putations which a certain faction have 
never ceased to heap on him; and this 
with the greater assiduity and spite, since 
he by his single conduct at the time of 
the late queen's death was the means under 
providence of preserving the Protestant 
succession and liberties in these islands. 
That 
teen years that separated the memorabie 
reeting at Kensington which I have ven- 
tured to describe from the still more famous 
scene in the queen’s death chamber, he 
took no part in publfe life has seemed to 
eome a crime on the tacit avowal of one. 
How far these err, and how ill-qualified 
they are to foliow the workings of.that 
noble mind, will appear.in the pages I have 
written, which show with clearness that 
the retirement on which so much stress has 
been laid was due not to guilt, but to an 
appreciation of honor so delicate that a 
spot invisible to the common eye seemed 
to him a stain non subito delenda. After 
tne avowal made before his colleagues—of 
the communications, I mean, with Lord 
Middleton—nething would do but he must 
leave London at onceand seek in the shades 
end retirement of Eyford, that peace of 
mind and ease of body which had for the 
abandoned him. 
and for a time still retained 
notwithstanmdjng ‘pe most 
urgent and flattering insistences on the 
king’s part—which yet exist, honorable 
alike to the writer and the recip'ent—he 
persisted in hia resolution to retire, and 
on the 12th of December, 1698, being at 
that time in very poor health, the conse- 
quence of a fall while hunting, he re- 
turned the seals to the king. In the au-

But I forbear and 
leave it to a worthier hand. This being 
so, it remains only to speak of Matthew 
Smith and his accomplice. Had my lord 
chosen to move in the matter there can 
be no doubt that Smith would have been 
whipped and pilloried, and in this way 
would have come suddenly and by a 
short road to his deserts. But the duke 
held himself too high, and the man who 
had iniured him too low for revenge, and 
Smith, after living some months in prisdn, 
gave useful information and was released 
without prosecution.

who sleep in the old graveyard at Rome 
that nobody cares for and is well nigh 
abandoned. “When I get through with 
them,”’ he said, ‘“‘I shall feel satisfied and 
take a rest from this business and en- 
deavor to be ready for my own funeral.” 
If he is not Old Mortality now he will be 
if he lives long enough. 

Well, I like that. We all like it; that is 
to say, all kind-hearted, reflective people. 
Some people are afraid of a graveyard, 
especially yourg pecpnle, who have a norror 
of death, but it is a foolish fear and wears 
off as we get older. When [I was a youth 
at a country school there was a braggart 
scrt of a boy named Baldwin who aaid 
he wasent afraid of ghosts. Jim Linton bet 
him a dollar that he wouldent go down 
to the rocky field that night and cut a 
sassafras bush that wes near an old grave 
and bring it to the house. The money was 
putup.

At the close of these two 
years and at the age of eleven, so the story 
he was sent into the inines, where he 
remained for nineteen years. Here, shut 
aut from all forms of civilized life, shut 
out from all influence of Christianity, shut 
out from all hope, this boy remained for 
nineteen vears and grew into manhood. 

His story is one of a life of misery. 
case, in some way, through the ways of 
providence, reached the attention of Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, who pardoned him, und he 
is now a free man. He comes to the world, 
as it wére, the second time and must leara 
its Ways over again. Being shut out from 
the sun so long, so many years in darli- 
ness, its light blinds him. Poor fellow, I 
pity him, and if no other example appealed 
to the legislature for a reformatory, his 
speaks loud enough to be heard by the 
entire state and gays it is the duty of the 
State to save her boys, not to destroy 
them. 

jt was only in August that I met u sim- 
ilar case from Alabama. The poor half- 
blind man had spent fifteen years in the 
bowels of the eurth mining coal in that 
state. After those long years of untold 
misery it was discovered that he was in- 
nocent and he was pardoned by Governor 
Johnson, but a life Was blighted, a man’s 
hopes were blasted and all that was in- 
spiring in him gone perhaps forever. 

We shudder at the thought of the Siberian 
prisons, we are shocked at the horrible 
stories that come to us from the Cuban 
dungeons and our hearts sicken when We 
remember the trials of the Armenians, but 
how about the horrors at home? Let us 
pull the scales from our eyes, go into these 
mines and see for ourselves what is going 
on. Let us clean our own house, then we 
will be in a better position to help others. 
In the face of these things, 1 hope our leg- 
islature will take no middle ground, but will 
do their best to give Georgia one of the 
best reformatories and penitentiaries in the 
United States. Give us a system that will 
make better citizens, not worse. 1 beg of 
our boys to strive to shun the miserable life 
that the two men I[ have mentioned were 
compelled to live, down under the cold, 
damp earth in darkness, sorrow and mis- 
ery for fifteen and nineteen yearg and then 
to return to the world worse ‘than they 
were when sent away. This is not the true 
end of prison live. A child is chastised by 
its parents to make it mind, to make it a 
geod child, and the city, county and state 
put their bad citizens in prison to make 
them better—that is the idea. Moy God 
help us to set ourselves right on this sub- 
ject.
